T l here’s a new, hip health clinic in town, 
one that requires no appointments and 
is specially designed to serve queer and 
questioning youth. The project — 
dubbed Dimensions — had its opening 
debut on July 2; the clinic is open every 
Thursday evening and is truly a collabo¬ 
rative effort among several local commu¬ 
nity organizations that provide services to 
queer youth as well as the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health (DPH).

Queer kids get 
Young, Loud, and 
Proua this weekend

S an Francisco Pride has only been over 
for a week and a half, and already or¬ 
ganizers at the Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center (LYRIC) are 
scrambling to organize the next big event: the 
third annual Young, Loud, and Proud Youth 
Leadership Conference. The event is free for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender, and ques¬ 
tioning youth under the age of 25, and will be 
held this weekend at Mission High School. 
The conference will kick off this Friday, July 
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10 with a reception at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center (EVRC) at 6 p.m. 

Billed as the “queer youth event of the 
year,” nearly 800 young people are expected 
to participate. However, not only are queer 
youth attending the conference, they are also 
organizing it. A steering committee of queer 
youth has been working diligently for months 
to make this year’s conference the best yet. 
"One of the most successful aspects of last 
year’s event,” Youth Leadership Coordinator 
Zak Sinclair told the B.A.R., “was that almost 
everyone in the steering committee went on 
to do incredible things, like taking important 
leadership roles in the community.” 

Through the hard work of the many vol¬ 
unteers, this year’s conference will have much 
to offer the hundreds of queer youth gather¬ 
ing from across the nation, including keynote 
addresses, workshops, and performances. All 
four speakers, Jamie Nabozny, Steve Cozza, 
Latifa Simon, and Trinity Ordona, have 
worked toward attaining equal rights for 
queer youth. Nabozny was thrust into the na¬ 
tional spotlight a few years ago, when he sued 
his school district for not protecting his rights 
as a queer youth. Cozza is the 13-year-old Boy 
Scout who co-founded Scouting For All, an 
organization that has taken a stand against 
the Boy Scouts of America’s discriminatory 
policy towards queer youth. Ordona co- 
founded the Asian Pacific Islander PFLAG, 
and Simon is the current director of the Cer- 
ter for Young Women’s Development. 

Entertainment for the weekend will be 
provided by a few Bay Area organizations, in¬ 
cluding DramaDIVAS and Latin Hustle. 
Allyson Wright, whose work has appeared at 
Luna/Sea Woman’s Performance Project is also 


scheduled to perform. A dance for all queer 
youth will be held on Saturday at the EVRC. 

Babies, kinkiness, safety 

Much of the conference is dedicated to pro¬ 
viding informative and enriching workshops 
to the attendees. Seventeen-year-old Suzanne 
Bentley found the “Queer Spirituality” work¬ 
shop at last year’s conference the most re¬ 
warding: “I really liked the guided meditation 
because I felt that it was a safe space, so I could 
be honest and take a moment to self-reflect.” 

Workshop topics this year will include 
“Making Babies for Queer People”; “Young, 
Leather, Kinky, and Proud”; “Lesbian Safe 
Sex”; and “Building Alliances.” This year’s pre¬ 
senters are just as diverse, and will include the 
National Center for Human Rights, the Gay 
Lesbian Straight Education Network, Stop 
AIDS Project, Good Vibrations, and Health 
Initiatives For Youth. Caucuses focusing on 
race and discrimination will also be held. 

The most important goal of the confer¬ 
ence is to empower queer youth, and Bentley 
feels the event is a definite step in the right di¬ 
rection: “The conference allows kids to net¬ 
work,” she pointed out. “Not only do they see 
the large number of queers out there, but they 
see how much we can do together. They go 
home thinking,‘I can actually do something, 
I can make a difference.’” ▼

Did anti- 
gay name 
calling 
lead to 
school

T he Paducah, Kentucky teenager 
accused of shooting students at a 
before-school prayer session has 
told a psychologist that a school news¬ 
paper gossip column’s implication he 
was gay triggered the incident. 

Psychologist Diane Schetky said in a 
report compiled for the case that the 
youth, 15-year-old Michael Carneal, 
suffers from chronic depression, feelings 
of worthlessness and low self-esteem. 

Carneal is accused of opening fire 
on a before-school prayer meeting at 
Heath High School in West Paducah 
last December, killing three students

vices in the collaboration. For ex¬ 
ample, people may want to re¬ 
ceive primary care and case man¬ 
agement services, but not want or 
need peer advocacy services. “A 
client doesn’t have to access 
everything, but they can,” he said. 

There are different goals and 
outcome objectives for each as¬ 
pect of the contract, Glenn 
added. Heading up TLC-2 will be 
Guy VandenBerg, Continuum’s 
director of external programs. He 
estimated that hundreds of peo¬ 
ple will be served during the 
course of the contract. 

“We commend the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council on their foresight and 
the tremendous amount of hard 
work they have done,” Vanden¬ 
Berg said. 

Last year the planning council 
developed the integrated service 
foundation, which AIDS Office 
staff utilized in developing the re¬ 
quest for proposal (RFP) for in¬ 
tegrated services. Faced with re¬ 
ductions in CARE Act funding, 
the council reconfigured the ser¬ 
vice categories and started imple¬ 
menting an ambitious integrated 
model for CARE-funded services. 
That is expected to be further re¬ 
fined during this year’s prioritiza¬ 
tion process, which will be fin¬ 
ished later this summer. 

“In their prioritization, they 
have recognized and attempted to 
meet the needs of the populations 
most at-risk and least served,” 
VandenBerg added. “We look for¬ 
ward to working closely with the 
AIDS Office staff and with the 
Mayor’s Task Force on Adherence 
in implementing this contract.” ▼

& he San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s 
(DPH) AIDS Office has 
awarded Continuum HIV Day 
Services $700,000 for its Tender¬ 
loin Care-2 (TLC-2) collabora¬ 
tion, to provide a range of inte¬ 
grated services to people living 
with HIV/AIDS around the Ten¬ 
derloin. The federal Ryan White 
CARE funds will allow the agency 
to work with several others in ex¬ 
panding the successful Tenderloin 
Care-1 effort instituted last year. 

Continuum Executive Direc¬ 
tor Bill Glenn said the program 
was built on experience gained in 
the highly effective first collabo¬ 
ration, as exemplified by their 
mobile delivery of many services, 
including free oral HIV antibody 
testing. “Teams of providers will 
go to wherever our clients are in 
the community,” Glenn said. 
“Other service delivery sites will 
be at TARC [Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center] and Glide Memo¬ 
rial Church, two agencies many 
clients already access. 

“The services will be compre¬ 
hensive, sensitive to specific situ¬ 
ations and needs, and respectful 
of each individual’s autonomy 
and human dignity.”

The first Tenderloin collabora¬ 
tion involved the Asian Pacific Is¬ 
lander Wellness Center and the 
TARC. The new contract expands 
those services and involves the 
following service providers: 

• Continuum, San Francisco 
General Hospital’s Ward 86, and 
the Tom Waddell Clinic will each 
provide primary medical care; 

• Glide-Goodlett HIV/AIDS 
Project and TARC will each offer 
case management, peer advocacy, 
and treatment advocacy services; 

• The Family Service Agency of 
San Francisco will provide psy¬ 
chiatric consultation and crisis 
intervention; 

• The Forensic AIDS Project 
will offer case management and 
discharge planning services for 
clients incarcerated in the city’s 
jail system. 

The TLC-2 proposal received 
the highest ranking of those sub¬ 
mitted, according to the review 
team documents that were sent to 
Continuum by the AIDS Office 
last month. Glenn said his agency 
will provide overall leadership, fis¬ 
cal, and administrative manage¬ 
ment for the contract. 

“Working in [the first] collab¬ 
oration was a joyful experience 
for all the agencies,” Glenn told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “It was re¬ 
ally clear we worked well togeth¬ 
er.” 

The new CARE funding will 
enable the collaboration to bring 
better services to the clients who 
need them the most: homeless 
people, recent immigrants, racial 
and ethnic minorities, women, 
transgender clients, sex workers, 
incarcerated or recently released 
people, the mentally ill, and sub¬ 
stance abusers. People of all ages 
will be served. 

Glenn pointed out that people 
can access one or all of the ser-

Supe says long live rock 'n' roll in SOMA 

Newsom proposes 
entertainment district

jp he recent flare-up of the 
simmering controversy pit¬ 
ting South of Market 
(SOMA) club owners against res¬ 
idents in this musically rich part 
of San Francisco has led to com¬ 
prehensive legislation by Supervi¬ 
sor Gavin Newsom. If approved, 
the proposal would establish a 
SOMA nighttime entertainment 
district. Newsom unveiled his 
plan Monday, July 6; the four 
pieces of legislation now head 
through the public review and 
hearing process. 

In addition to creating an en¬ 
tertainment district, the proposal 
will require acoustic standards for 
residential and live-work develop¬ 
ments, adjust the noise level from 
a residential to an entertainment 
standard, and require notice to be 
given advising prospective occu¬ 
pants of the entertainment activ¬ 
ities in the neighborhood. 

Newsom admitted his propos¬ 


al is controversial, but said it’s 
long overdue. A similar effort in 
1986 went nowhere, he said, and 
now people occupying live-work 
spaces often find themselves un¬ 
able to sleep at night because of 
the loud music. 

Newsoms legislation will cre¬ 
ate a core zone within the broad¬ 
er entertainment district. The 
core will extend throughout the 
area of 11th and Folsom streets. 
Over a dozen nightclubs and 
restaurants populate this area, 
generating over $3 million in sales 
tax revenue, he added. Outside of 
the core, the entertainment dis¬ 
trict will encompass the area from 
13th to 8th streets and from 
Bryant to Howard streets. 

“We need to protect that dis¬ 
trict. With the influx of more res¬ 
idents, there are those who want 
to sleep, and those who create 
loud, thumping noise,” said New¬ 
som, a businessman. “This district 
in San Francisco in the late 1960s 
was a mecca for a lot of clubs. In 
the early 1980s, a world-famous 


club, the Oasis, was established.” 

The Bay Area bands Counting 
Crows and Green Day both got 
their starts playing at SOMA 
clubs, said Newsom. And, while 
he understands residents’ con¬ 
cerns, he made the point that 
once the clubs are lost, they’re 
gone for good. He called his pro¬ 
posal “thoughtful legislation,” and 
noted that a cross-section of peo¬ 
ple helped provide input over the 
past several months. 

Recently, SOMA clubs have 
come under attack from some res¬ 
idents who’ve complained about 
the loud noise at night. Newsom 
likened the situation to people 
who decide to move near airports 
and then complain about noise 
from jets as they fly overhead. 
Newsom also placed part of the 
blame on shoddy construction 
that did not adequately sound¬ 
proof many of the live-work 
spaces located above or adjacent 
to nightclubs. 

Specifically, the four pieces of 
legislation would create the dis¬ 
trict, amend the zoning code, 
amend the police code around 
noise limits, and amend the build¬ 
ing code. Most of the proposals 
now go on to the planning de¬ 
partment; the police code amend¬ 
ments will go to a board commit¬ 
tee. ▼

v . Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
"V co-sponsored fellow Super¬ 
visor Mabel Teng’s effort to re¬ 
name a block of Myrtle Street in 
honor of the late lesbian Alice B. 
Toklas, he was conspicuously ab¬ 
sent from Teng’s last-minute press 
conference on the proposal last 
Tuesday, June 30. Although the of¬ 
ficial explanation is that Ammi¬ 
ano was not invited due to an 
“error,” some political observers 
believe it was an intentional snub, 
based on the likelihood that Teng 
and Ammiano will battle for the 
board presidency in November, 
when both will face voters for re- 
election. 

Teng officially unveiled her 
plan at the Monday, July 6 meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Supervisors. It 
calls for renaming the one block 
alley of Myrtle Street between Van 
Ness Avenue and Polk Street 
“Alice B. Toklas Place.” There 
would be only one address affect¬ 
ed, that of the gigantic new AMC 
multiplex., which would be locat¬ 
ed at 1 Alice B. Toklas Place. Burn¬ 
ham Pacific Properties, the devel¬ 
oper of the project that is sched¬ 
uled to open this Friday, July 10, 
supports the street name change, 
Teng said. 

Mayor Willie Brown also sup¬ 
ports the idea, as does the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, which will 
actually change the street sign if 
Teng’s proposal is approved. 

Teng’s news conference to an¬ 
nounce the change received major 
media attention locally last week. 
Joining Teng amidst the fanfare 
were members of the Alice B. Tok¬ 
las Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club, and the city’s other two 
openly gay and lesbian board 
members, Supervisors Mark Leno 
and Leslie Katz. 

“I wasn’t invited,” Ammiano 


told the Bay Area Reporter last Fri¬ 
day, July 3. 

Ammiano went on to say he 
got the runaround from Teng’s of¬ 
fice and the mayor’s office, with 
each of them blaming the other 
for the oversight. “It was either up 
to Mabel or up to Michael [Col- 
bruno],” Ammiano said. 

Colbruno, a legislative aide to 
Mayor Willie Brown and a mem¬ 
ber of the Alice Club, which 
brought the matter to Teng, said it 
was an honest mistake and not an 
attempt by the club to shower 
Teng with gay-friendly media at¬ 
tention months before the elec¬ 
tion at the expense of Ammiano. 

“I didn’t handle the press on 
this,” Colbruno told the B.A.R. “It 
surely wasn’t a slight at Tom. It 
certainly wasn’t intended. That 
club runs by the book and has al¬ 
ways supported Tom.” 

Colbruno said that others, 
such as Treasurer Susan Leal, a 
Latina lesbian, were left out as 
well. “Every lesbian and gay elect¬ 
ed official should have been there. 
It was an error.” 

Teng said there’s historical sig¬ 
nificance with the street name 
change. For one thing, it would be 
the first time an open gay or les¬ 
bian has had a street named after 
them. Additionally, Toklas, the 
lover of Gertrude Stein, was born 
and raised adjacent to the street 
planned to be named in her 
honor. 

• “Alice made monumental con¬ 
tributions,” Teng said at Monday’s 
board meeting. 

While the history isn’t disput¬ 
ed, some close to the powers that 
be in City Hall insist the oversight 
was intentional on the part of 
Teng, who did not return calls 
from the B.A.R. seeking com¬ 
ment. 

But perhaps Ammiano put it 
in perspective, saying, “Even 
though I have a big nose, I guess I 
fell between the cracks.” ▼

Gay guard sues Housing 
Authority security firm

# former employee of Per- 
' sonal Protective Services 
i (PPS), the beleaguered pri¬ 
vate security firm that is the sub¬ 
ject of publicized ongoing inves¬ 
tigations after being hired by the 
San Francisco Housing Authority 
last year, accused the company of 
anti-gay harassment this week. 

The Law Offices of Paul Wot- 
man filed a lawsuit in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court on behalf of 
plaintiff Kevin Holt Tuesday, July 
7, alleging sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination, wrongful termina¬ 
tion, intentional, infliction of 
emotional distress, negligence, 
and defamation. In addition, since 
PPS holds a contract with the city 
and county of San Francisco, a 
discrimination complaint has 
been filed with the city’s Human 
Rights Commission (HRC). 

The complaint alleges that PPS 
“engaged in a continuous course 
of conduct creating a hostile work 
environment, harassing plaintiff 
and discriminating against plain¬ 
tiff based on his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Plaintiff was singled out, ha¬ 
rassed and held to a different 
standard” by managers, supervi¬ 
sors, and co-workers. 

The complaint specifies that a 
variety of homophobic comments 
and derogatory and demeaning 
names were used in the workplace 
and over the company’s radio, 
such as “bitch boy,” “fag boy,” and 
“homo Holt.” Holt was often sub¬ 
jected to questions of a threaten¬ 
ing or harassing nature, including 
the inquiry over the radio, “Are 
you two fucking?” when he was on 
patrol with a heterosexual officer. 

According to Geoff Kors, 
Holt’s attorney, a complaint was 
filed against PPS with the Califor¬ 
nia Labor Commission over a 
month ago; representatives of PPS 
attended that hearing, and a cap¬ 
tain with the security company 
acknowledged that some of the al¬ 
leged comments occurred. “This 
conduct is patently offensive and 
clearly illegal,” said Kors. “No one 
should be subjected to this type of 
harassment and abuse in the work 
place, let alone be fired because 
they are gay.” 

Daily torture 

Holt worked for PPS from 
June 1997 until last May, when he 
was terminated for tardiness. He 
describes his period of employ¬ 
ment with PPS as “verbal torture 
on a daily basis,” but that he need¬ 
ed the income and the benefits or 
he would have left the company 
sooner. He also explained that he 
feared for his safety on occasion 
because patrol officers must rely 
on each other for back-up when 
on patrol, and Holt felt that once 
the rumors and harassment began 
he could not rely on fellow offi¬ 
cers for this type of support. Since 
leaving PPS, Holt has experienced 
the search for a new job in his 
chosen profession of security ser¬ 
vices difficult because “security is 
a small world.” He regrets having 
to file a lawsuit to resolve the mat¬ 
ter, feeling that it makes him vul¬ 
nerable on job interviews because 
“once your name is slandered it 
hinders you,” said Holt. 

This current lawsuit comes 
amid ongoing controversy around 
the operation of PPS, the Housing 
Authority and the current direc¬ 
tor, Ronnie Davis. As the San 


Francisco Chronicle reported this 
month, PPS is being investigated 
for alleged civil rights violations 
and has been involved in an on¬ 
going battle with the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department. The opera¬ 
tion of the Housing Authority has 
been steeped in controversy for 
years; in 1996 Mayor Willie 
Brown forced the members to re¬ 
sign and asked the federal govern¬ 
ment to run the agency. The city 
took back operation of the Hous¬ 
ing Authority last July. 

PPS President Stan Teets said 
he had not seen a copy of the law¬ 
suit and could not comment, al¬ 
though he knows of Holt. 

Ron Sonenshine, spokesperson 
for the Housing Authority, had 
also not seen a copy of the suit, 
but commented, “PPS does a pret¬ 
ty good job of taking care of the 
residents” and providing security 
at the sites they patrol. “Once all 
the facts come out in this case, 
there will probably be a different

/ he Oakland City Council on 
Tuesday, July 7 unanimous- 
§ ly approved recommenda¬ 
tions that would allow people 
needing marijuana for medical 
purposes to possess up to 24 
ounces of the drug at any one time, 
and urged the city’s police depart¬ 
ment not to arrest people who are 
using medical marijuana in accor¬ 
dance with state Proposition 215. 

The council, on a 9-0 vote, ap¬ 
proved the Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee recommendations about pot 
use for medicinal purposes. Jeff 
Jones, executive director of the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyer’s Collec¬ 
tive (CBC), said it was a landmark 
action. According to the city 
clerk’s office, the recommenda¬ 
tions are being reviewed by the 
city attorney’s office relative to 
implementation and distribution. 

Jones said he and other backers 
of the proposal simply followed 


view.” He did acknowledge that if 
either the HRC or lawsuit charges 
are proven, “we are morally oblig¬ 
ated to reconsider the contract.” 

In discussing the possibility 
that a city contractor may have 
discriminated based on sexual 
orientation, Kors pointed out that 
the city’s administrative code 
gives the HRC the authority to 
deny city contracts to companies 
that discriminate based on sexual 
orientation (as well as other is¬ 
sues). “Obviously if the company 
[PPS] is in violation of the law, 
the city should not do business 
with them,” he said. “In addition, 
it is questionable if they could 
provide adequate services to pro¬ 
tect gay people if they feel gay 
people should be harassed and 
discriminated against.” 

PPS has approximately 30 days 
to respond to the complaint. Holt 
has asked for a jury trial; a hear¬ 
ing before a judge is scheduled for 
December. T 


government guidelines. A now-de¬ 
funct federal program allowed 
eight people to use marijuana as 
medicine. Jones said the Oakland 
measure doesn’t change the law re¬ 
garding recreational marijuana use 
and only affects medical patients. 

“We more or less lifted federal 
guidelines,” Jones said, referring to 
the quantity of pot allowed in a 
person’s possession. He added 
that the city council also approved 
recommendations covering the 
number of plants people using 
pot for medicine could possess: 
up to 48 flowering and 96 non¬ 
flowering marijuana plants in¬ 
doors, and up to 30 flowering and 
30 not-flowering outdoor plants. 

“Indoor plants have less yield,” 
Jones explained. 

Jones said the Oakland CBC is 
preparing to head to federal court 
next' month to defend its ability to 
legally operate. He feels the CBC 
falls under the guidelines con¬ 
tained in a ruling by a federal 
judge earlier this year. T

Second Puckett trial 
set, first jurors talk

f Josh Puckett’s next jury is 

anything like the last one, 

prosecutors could have an up¬ 
hill battle getting a murder con¬ 
viction. 

The budding teen model’s case 
ended in a mistrial two weeks ago 
after prosecutors played an inad¬ 
missible portion of Puckett’s 
videotaped police confession. 
Puckett, 18, admitted to blud¬ 
geoning to death 29-year-old 
Russian immigrant Vitaly Poli¬ 
akov, but says he did it to fend off 
a sexual assault. This week, Con¬ 
tra Costa County Superior Court 
Judge James Marchiano set Sep¬ 
tember 21 as the start date for 
Puckett’s second trial. 

After the mistrial was de¬ 
clared, eight jurors agreed to be 
interviewed by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. At that time, the prosecu¬ 
tion had presented most of its 
case and the defense hadn’t even 
begun, but three of the jurors 
leaned to the defense. Another 
three sided with the prosecution, 
and the other two were neutral. 

The jurors thought Puckett 
presented a good image in court. 
A few of the woman on the panel 
remarked at how good-looking 
they thought he is. 

Clayton resident Toni Norack 
was the strongest pro-defense 
juror, saying, “I believed him.” 
She says she thought Puckett 
acted in self-defense and feels 
sorry that he has had to spend so 
much time in jail already. “He 
spent 10 months in jail so far,” she 
told the B.A.R. “It really bothers 
me that if he is acquitted, it will 
have been over a year that he’s 
been in jail.” Norack said she was 
concerned that Puckett’s past 
criminal record would be used 
against him. “I just wouldn’t want 
to see him get pinned for murder 
because he was a thief,” she said. 

One of four men on the jury, 
Tony Giudici of Hercules, agreed 
that Puckett was only trying to 
defend himself. “This guy was 
trying to open up his pants buck¬ 
le, and he just grabbed something 
and hit him over the head,” he 
told the B.A.R. “I would do the 
same thing probably if somebody 
tried to grab me.” 

Kathy Ferguson of Concord 
also considers herself pro-de¬ 
fense. “Just from looking at Josh 
and the [police videotaped] in¬ 
terview and everything, I don’t 
think he’s gay,” she said. “This guy 
just took him, and it seemed like 
he had money so he just stuck 
around him.” 

No remorse 

Kathleen McCoy from 
Pacheco echoed a concern of sev¬ 
eral of those jurors who consid¬ 
ered themselves leaning towards 
the prosecution. She said she was 
concerned about testimony from 
witnesses who say Puckett was 
showing off his victim’s Mercedes 
after the killing. “I don’t know 
how you can kill somebody and 
not show some remorse,” she told 
the B.A.R. 

Pleasant Hill resident Judy 
Bourke said she doesn’t believe 
Puckett’s claim that he passed out 
after doing speed. “I didn’t buy 
that Puckett went to bed and he 
was awakened by an unwanted 
sexual advance,” she said. “It did¬ 
n’t fly with me.” 


Eric Anderson of Pittsburg 
said Puckett’s size was the biggest 
problem he had with Puckett’s 
claim that he was acting in self- 
defense. He pointed out “the de¬ 
fendant was physically very 
strong compared with the victim, 
who was kind of scrawny.” 

Vicki Burton of Antioch said 
she was neutral on the case. She 
said she has a lot of gay friends, 
and her instincts tell her that 
Puckett is straight. Burton has 
problems with Puckett’s actions 
after the alleged sexual assault, 
saying, “I had a hard time believ¬ 
ing why if he was raped that he 
just didn’t pick up the phone and 
call 911.” 

Another neutral juror, Mari¬ 
lyn Lindquist of El Sobrante, said 
she believes Puckett is “probably 
bisexual.” Lindquist’ added, “He is 
a real good-looking kid, but what 
I’m hearing is that he was a real 
bad boy.” 

Most of the jurors discounted 


a prosecution witness’s testimony 
that Puckett had said he wanted 
to kill someone just a week before 
the killing. “People say that all the 
time,” Kathy Ferguson said, “You 
know you get angry and you say 
I’m going to kill you but you 
don’t necessarily mean it.” 

After Puckett was arrested, he 
told police his “life was in the shit- 
hole” in the days before Poliakov 
was killed. Before the killing, he 
told friends in San Francisco he 
was angry and upset that things 
weren’t going his way. They say he 
felt frustrated because “he wanted 
everything now.” 

Twelve new jurors will have to 
decide whether Puckett vented his 
anger and frustration out on Poli¬ 
akov. Puckett maintains he never 
meant to kill anyone, he was just 
trying to stop a sexual assault. 

“What a waste,” said juror 
Marilyn Lindquist, “here’s a 
young man who just turned 18, 
it’s such a waste.” ▼ 
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Bully dogged 


ur community should not stand alone 
% in fearing homophobia, which consti¬ 
tutes a threat to the whole world. Ex¬ 
amples abound that, besides the frequent 
attacks on heterosexuals mistaken for gays, 
it kills others almost at random. 

Take the case of Michael Carneal, the 
Kentucky student who took a .22 caliber 
handgun to school last December and shot 
up a prayer meeting. There again, homo¬ 
phobia killed, but with a twist: his psychol¬ 
ogist believes fellow students’ bullying led 
to Carneal’s actions. He apparently endured 
intensive mental and physical abuse because 
he was rumored to be gay, until he snapped 
and turned his rage outward. 

The details unleash floods of memories of 
similar experiences in school: of nearing the 
breaking point; appealing to school authori¬ 
ties for help, to no avail; and compiling lists 
of the perpetrators and praying for terrible 
things to happen to them. The experts who 
spoke to us about Carneal this week didn’t 
justify his actions, but they understood his 
frame of mind and decried the homophobia 
that makes hundreds of thousands of once- 
promising queer students hate their educa¬ 
tional opportunity instead of treasuring it. 

When school resumes this fall, we hope 
educators - and the rest of the country - 
recognize that metal detectors are not the. 
whole answer. What’s called for are zero tol¬ 
erance policies covering anti-gay bullying. 
Armed guards may provide “security” in a 
superficial sense, but until all students have 
security in the other sense of the word, no 
one is completely safe. 

Unfortunately, schools can’t even get to 
the source of the bullies’ behavior, which is 


the approval bullies get from par- 
ents, coaches, senate majority 
leaders, and preachers. 

Pat Robertson is obviously an unre¬ 
pentant repeat offender, constantly 
ing violence against us - lately 
by saying God would smite 
Florida because Florida failed 
to smite the Sodomites. His vi¬ 
olent predictions turned out not only wrong, 
but laughably so - he predicted hurricanes 


in Orlando; now there are fires every¬ 
where in central Florida except Orlan¬ 
do, and the whole state is praying for a 
hurricane to put out the flames. 

We hope the Young, Loud, and 
Proud conference for queer 
kids this weekend will be a 
hurricane at well, the kind that 
can put out the flames of ho¬ 
mophobia set by Robertson and his ilk. And 
quickly, too, before anyone else is hurt. ▼

Our pride is not for profit

s LaGAI - and those who jumped the 

. barricades to join us - marched up 
Market Street on Sunday morning, 
the crowd’s enthusiastic cheering let us 
know our message hit a nerve. Thousands 
let us know that they too believe we queers 
are a Movement, not a market. Several of 
those who visited our booth on Hyde Street 
complained that the last Sunday in June 
isn’t called Freedom Day anymore. 

Just why is that? 

Celebrating with a mission 

There’s plenty to celebrate at our annu¬ 
al commemoration of the Stonewall Riots. 
No one would contest that we’ve come a 
long way since 1969: before Stonewall, 
queers lived in perpetual fear of police raids 
on clandestine bars, and in terror of public 
exposure that would ruin lives, families, and 
careers. 

But we have certainly not won a full 
measure of freedom. In our own country, 
legislators at the highest levels of govern¬ 
ment are applauded by right-wing religious 
fanatics for damning us as perverts, addicts, 
and criminals. Queer teens can’t be open 
about their orientation 30 short miles from 
the corner of Castro & Market without 
being run out of their high schools. In some 
states - and in many other countries - queer 
sex itself is still a criminal offense. 

Given the present social and political cli¬ 
mate, it makes no sense to declare the liber¬ 
ation movement begun at Stonewall com¬ 
plete. So why have San Francisco’s “Pride” 
organizers taken the freedom out of the 
Freedom Day Parade? 

Shakin us down 

There are those who sincerely believe in 
a policy of “constructive engagement” with 
corporate America. Such individuals think, 
as Teddy Witherington put it to CNN, that 
companies who sponsor queer events foster 
“better employment rights for queer peo¬ 
ple.” But directing queer dollars toward cer¬ 
tain breweries, bars, telecom giants, and air¬ 
line companies can’t protect us from the 
consequences of public vilification by the 
likes of Trent Lott and Pat Robertson, or 
from the neglect of their smiling but spine¬ 


less “Democratic” counterparts. 

Nevertheless, parade organizers decided 
that corporate sponsorship was more im¬ 
portant to this year’s commemoration of 
Stonewall than queer liberation. A theme 
was chosen for its perfect transparency: 
“Shakin It Up” could as easily appear on a 
soft-drink billboard or a dance party poster 
as on the lead banner of our annual march. 
From the slick, content-lite “Pride Guide,” 
to the solid wall of police barricades - some 
of them draped with advertisements - that 
divided spectators from spectacle, the whole 
event was clearly aimed at creating an 
environment best suited for the de¬ 
livery of commercial messages. 

Is that what our community 
wants? Are we really content to 
push our demands for full, uncom¬ 
promised civil and social rights to 
the back burner, in order to revel in 
the empty “victory” that 
some see in the desire of 
certain businesses to sell 
us their products? 

A lot of us wondered, 
as the Clydesdales clopped (and plopped) 
up Market Street a couple of Sundays ago, 
whether the ability to attract corporate 
sponsors is really such a special thing after 
all. Think about it: any schmo who sits for 
longer than eight minutes in front of a tele¬ 
vision set attracts ads as surely as Budweis- 
er’s horseshit attracted flies. 

Balanced budgets 

We can all agree that the Parade Com¬ 
mittee wasn’t responsible for the dismal 
weather on June 28th. 

But there are plenty of questions still to 
be answered as the glitter settles and busy 
organizers start to think about the 30th an¬ 
niversary of Stonewall and the last Freedom 
Day in the current millennium. 

Teddy Witherington undoubtedly per¬ 
formed fiscal miracles in organizing this 
year’s event. But to many in our community, 
the way SF Pride’s first paid executive director 
went about his job undermined the central 
and unifying purpose of our annual march. 

As anybody with a checkbook can attest, 
there are two sides to balancing a budget: in¬ 
come and expense. An organization prepared 
and willing to work responsively with our 
community to stage a Freedom Day that re¬ 
flects our Movement - rather than one 


aimed at us as a market - would trim its bud¬ 
get to prevent an insatiable need for funds 
from becoming the event’s shaping principle. 

The committee must be 
responsive to the community 

In the “Pride Survey” conducted at the 
post-parade celebration, Witherington 
asked how queers “feel about paying a nom¬ 
inal entrance fee (e.g. $5) for future events.” 
The next question asks how “any financial 
surplus from Pride 98” (read: “profit”) 
should be spent. 

Freedom Day is a time when each and 
every one of us - including those in our 
community who don’t have five bucks to 
pay for admission to a party - 
should feel proud, dignified, 
^ beautiful, and otherwise fabu¬ 
lous. A lack of funds should ex¬ 
clude no one, nor should it 
make anyone feel their 
participation at Freedom 
Day is an act of someone 
else’s charity. Our com¬ 
memoration of Stonewall 
is an opportunity for all of us, together, to 
flex our political muscle, and to celebrate 
the freedoms we have won so far. To charge 
admission is incompatible with both the 
origin and significance of our annual 
march, and that the Parade Committee con¬ 
siders this an open question is a strong in¬ 
dication that their priorities are exactly 
backwards. 

The Parade Committee’s function is to 
create an event that represents and includes 
all of us, not one that excludes and exploits. 
We encourage every gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgendered, and otherwise queer person 
who cares to take five minutes to write, call, 
or e-mail the SF Pride organization and let 
them know that you’re part of a Communi¬ 
ty, not a commodity - and that the Freedom 
Day Parade ought to reflect that simple, 
basic truth. ▼

[Editor’s note: The entry costs didn’t go up that 
much, except for those who wanted to parade with 
“large animals” such as elephants; last year it would 
have cost a group $285for a large animal, and this year 
it would have cost $1,000. But most other increases were 
significantly smaller (a flatbed truck less than 20 feet 
long cost nonprofit groups $165 this year, up from $135; 
for-profit groups paid $330, up from $225. The rate for 
cars went down for nonprofits, from $125 to $110; for- 
profit groups paid $225, up from $175) and this year, 
unlike last year, the fees covered insurance. 

The executive director, Teddy Witherington, was 
hired because of his previous experience with similar 
events - there aren’t a lot ofpeople who have it-and is 
paid $42,000 per year. 

Finally, the president of the board is leav¬ 
ing, and seems even more happy about it 
than you.]

Come to the lovefest Haightfest! 

We Radical Fairies who live in the Haight take 
issue with Arthur Evans’s patriarchal call for yet more 
police and socially authoritarian solutions [“Radical 
Faeries founder fights 'drug nomads' in the Upper 
Haight, July 2]. His mistaken belief that “most of the 
drug nomads who come here get on welfare after a 
short period of time” shows his lack of knowledge of 
what is required to qualify for and receive welfare in 
this city. His call to extend the time one must live here 
to apply for welfare, from six months to one year, will 
only end up putting more homeless on the streets. 

The Police Commission order requiring a com¬ 
plaint to cite people for being on the street is both a re¬ 
sponse to and a prophylactic against police abuse of 
power. To call for the elimination of this important 
civil liberties safeguard is an extreme overreaction that 
will create more problems than it will cure. Police have 
been arresting people on Haight Street for years and it 
has not solved any of the social or economic factors at 
the root of what is happening on the street. 

Perhaps the most disingenuous and dangerous as¬ 
pect of Arthur’s campaign is to reduce a diverse and 
complex group of people into a simple jingoistic sound 
bite - “drug nomads” - to demonize them. Haight 
Street has kids on it who have run away from abusive 
family situations (some of them gay); kids who are on 
“vacation” and come here for kicks, spend a few weeks 
then return home; long-time older homeless folks; peo¬ 
ple who come from the surrounding Bay Area to hang 
out on the street for the day; people who are “road gyp¬ 
sies” and for whom Haight Street is part of their road; 
and people who are just poor and desperate. The ma¬ 
jority are not, to quote Evans, “vicious, destructive, 
racist, misogynist, homophobic” (have any buttons 
been left unpushed?) and not all of them sell drugs. But 
of course the sound bite is easier than the truth. 

We do recognize problems in the Haight. Escalat¬ 
ing rents on residential and commercial spaces in the 
area has irretrievably changed the character of this 
neighborhood for the worse. The massive number of 
suburban shoppers who crowd the streets on week¬ 
ends to buy overpriced clothing and fatuous shoes 
(four expensive shoe stores in a three block area, but 
no pharmacy) makes sidewalks impassable. Parking 
is non-existent most of the week but especially on 
weekends; no public toilets in a heavily touristed and 
traveled six block area; the petty annoyances of life in 
the big city. And yes, some of the street people are ob¬ 
noxious; so are some of the residents who live in 
buildings. There is a need for real solutions to these 
problems, and it’s not putting everyone in jail. 

We Haight Fairies invite everyone to join us for a 
Skirt Sunday Action in Haight-Ashbury this Sunday, 
July 12. Bring a skirt or dress to wear and a pocket full 
of change, food, condoms, or whatever to hand out 
as we stroll down Haight Street. Meet at 1 p.m. at 501 
Ashbury at the corner of Page Street. Let’s show that 
the narrow-minded and unimaginative rantings of 
one person do not represent the Radical Fairies, our 
friends or the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community here in San Francisco.

he recent flurry of anti-gay 
remarks by nationally 
known Republicans like 
Senate Majority Leader 
Trent Lott of Mississippi,. -sis- 
tant Majority Leader Don Nick- 
les of Oklahoma, and House Ma¬ 
jority Leader Richard Armey of 
Texas clearly has some moderate 
Republicans nervously fearing 
voter backlash in the upcoming 
November congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

Lott recently told reporters 
that “homosexuality is a sin, and 
in America right now there’s an 
element that wants to make that 
alternative lifestyle acceptable.” 
Nickles, Lott’s top assistant in the 
Senate, quickly followed up by 
calling homosexuality “immoral 
behavior,” while Armey pointed 
out that “both Senator Lott and 
myself believe in the Bible, and 
the Bible is very clear on the issue 
of homosexuality.” 

Armey is the homophobic jerk 
who once referred to one of his 
gay House colleagues, Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank of Massachu¬ 
setts, as “Barney Fag,” then jok¬ 
ingly said he had “misspoken.” 

Further indicating where the 
Republican party is headed 
on the gay rights issue, 
the Texas state GOP 
chairman refused to let 
the gay Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans into the re¬ 
cent party conven¬ 
tion. He likened the 
group to the Ku Klux 
Klan, adding 
that “we 
[Texas Repub¬ 
licans] don’t 
allow pedophiles, transvestites, or 
crossdressers, either.” 

Why so much lashing out 
against the gay community by 
those supposedly in charge of the 
Republican party? Look no fur¬ 
ther than Dr. James C. Dobson, 
the ultra-conservative radio talk 
show personality and leader of the 
Focus on the Family group (a 
$120-million-a-year Christian 
ministry based in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado) and Gary L. 
Bauer, the nerdy president of the 
religious right’s Family Research 
Council. 

(Bauer, incidentally, is current¬ 
ly Dobson’s alleged first choice to 
be the 2000 GOP presidential 
nominee. Apparently no one else 
measures up to Dobson’s gay-hat¬ 
ing, anti-abortion standards.) 

These are the folks who, along 
with the Christian Coalition’s Pat 
Robertson and others, claim full 
credit for the GOP taking over 
control of Congress in 1994. They 
now openly threaten to bring the 
GOP down in the November elec¬ 
tions if the party doesn’t adhere to 
their political agenda. 

Dobson, in particular, has 
threatened to withhold hundreds 
of thousands of “Christian Repub¬ 
lican” votes from GOP congres¬ 
sional candidates in November if 
they don’t toe the line. In an April 
fundraising letter to his flock, he 
warned that “I believe a Republi¬ 
can melt-down is preferable to en¬ 
abling the present [Republican 
Party] disregard to continue.” 

Dobson has likewise passed 
the word to all GOP presidential 
hopefuls for 2000 that he and his 
people expect the same from 
them — a war against gay rights.

Are the presidential hopefuls 
listening to the anti-gay Christian 
Right? They are indeed. Former 
Tennessee governor 
Lamar Alexander, 
once a party moderate, 
is working hard to 
kiss up to the Dob- 
son-Bauer wing of 
the GOP. One-time 
party moderate Steve 
Forbes, the publishing 
magnate 
whose own fa¬ 
ther reportedly 
was gay, re¬ 
cently embraced the notoriously 
homophobic Reverend Lou Shel¬ 
don, and is doing all he can to 
curry favor with Dobson, Bauer, 
and company. Clearly, the nation¬ 
al Republican party, feeling some¬ 
what secure that they can keep 
control of Congress in November, 
is willing to embrace the anti-gay, 
anti-abortion themes. 

If the GOP retains control of 
the Congress this year, or possibly 
* even picks up a couple of House 
seats, those now calling the Re¬ 
publican shots can throw down 
the gauntlet to party leaders when 
it comes time to pick a 2000 pres¬ 
idential nominee. 

Make no mistake about it, the 
Republican party’s quest for con¬ 
trol of the Congress this year, and 
efforts to regain the White House 
in 2000, will rest in large part on 
making gay rights a leading issue. 
We had better be ready for the as¬ 
sault and hope that at least a few 
daring Republicans like New York 
City Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, 
Arizona Senator John McCain, 
or New Jersey Governor Chris¬ 
tine Whitman will stand up to 
the hate campaign. 

Politics and people 

All good things come to an 
end, alas. After more than ten 
years as Capitol Hill’s most 
prominent and influential gay 
couple, Representative Barney 
Frank and his partner, Herb 
Moses, have split. Frank, 58, told 
reporters that the reason for the 
breakup “is nobody’s business” 
(we agree), but that the two split 
amicably. Moses, 41, recently left 
an executive position at the Fed¬ 
eral National Mortgage Associa¬ 


tion to open a pottery studio. 

Here in California, political 
observers in Oakland are saying 
that mayor-elect Jerry Brown’s 
new “strong-mayor” plan is head¬ 
ed for a big win in November. 
Some think he’s a smart guy, not 
just a blowhard. In fact, a recent 
letter writer suggests a way to 
readily distinguish the two Bay 
Area Mayor Browns, Jerry and 
Willie: Call one “Brown the 
Brain,” and the other “Brown da 
Mouth.” 

This will be the last term for 
California’s “termed-out” State 
Senator Ralph Dills (D). At 88, 
Dills is the state legislature’s old¬ 
est member and longest-serving 
lawmaker, having held office for 
exactly half of his life. 

Asked to name the best and 
worst of Congress in a D.C. mag¬ 
azine poll, 1,200 Capitol Hill 
staffers pretty much overlook the 
California state delegation except 
to name Representative William 
Thomas (R-Bakersfield) as the 
“meanest,” while San Francisco’s 
own Representative Nancy 
Pelosi was named one of the 
House’s best dressed. 

Meanwhile, California guber¬ 
natorial aspirants Gray Davis and 
Dan Lungren worked the crowds 
at various 4th of July holiday pa¬ 
rades up and down the Central 
Valley. Representative Gary Con- 
dit (D-Modesto), who acts and 
votes more like a Republican than 
a Democrat most of the time, 
joined Davis at numerous stops 
and “wholeheartedly” endorsed 
the Democratic nominee. Condit 
has been rumored to be thinking 
of changing to the GOP, but he 
denied any such intention and 
told voters in his district that “it’s 
time for a change and we need 
Gray Davis in the governor’s of¬ 
fice.” 

There’s always a local angle: 
During Bill Clinton’s recent China 
trip, one of those the prez met 
with was former Shanghai Mayor 
Huang Ju, now a member of 
China’s powerful Politburo. Ju 
happens to be the father-in-law of 
James Fang, the president of the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit board, 
president of San Francisco’s Asian 
Week newspaper, and a member 
of the city’s prominent Fang fam¬ 
ily that also owns the San Francis¬ 
co Independent. 

As of the end of June, 21 po¬ 
tential San Francisco supervisori¬ 
al candidates had filed with the 
Board of Elections, indicating 
their intention to run. Among 
them are two gay incumbents, 
Mark Leno and Tom Ammiano, 
as well as probable candidates 
Victor Marquez and Shawn 
O’Hearn. 

Friends of former District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith are urging him 
to run for supervisor, but look for 
him to wait until 2000, when the 
city’s district elections kick in. 

One of the most popular 
members of Senator Dianne Fe- 
instein’s staff, Press Secretary 
Susan Kennedy, has left that po¬ 
sition to return to California, 
where she’ll run the state Democ¬ 
ratic party’s Coordinated Cam¬ 
paign for the November elections. 
Howard Gantman is now in 
place in D.C. as Feinstein’s new 
press person. Those close to Fein- 
stein, incidentally, are saying that 
Dianne and Gray Davis have truly 
“patched things up” and “you can 
look for the Senator to go all out 
for Gray.” ▼

roles while the femmey one, 
'Heche, gets to play a leading lady. 
Nonetheless, both of them are 
sending a powerful psychological 
message by being so very much 
better at their craft than notorious 
for their sexual orientation. The 
message is that heterosexuals can 
open up the “mainstream” (hey, 
don’t hassle me just because they 
happen to be the majority) to peo¬ 
ple of a homo-orientation 
without losing the opportuni¬ 
ty to continue with their own 
pursuit of happiness. And 
you must admit that’s pret¬ 
ty darned useful, because it 
meets needs of most 
queers: the resolutely 
alternative, those de¬ 
termined to main¬ 
stream, and 
the rest of us 
who, like, ac¬ 
tually have too 

much of a life to care about that 
whole queer/assimilation bull fluff. 

A lot of gay and lesbian folk 
flat-out miss this point because 
they’ve built up heterosexuals in 
their minds to be these all-power¬ 
ful and impermeably secure peo¬ 
ple. If you’ve paid any attention at 
all to the first two-thirds of this 
week’s column, you might notice 
an attitude on my part that 
straights are just as insecure and 
worried about how they’ll fit in in 
this fast-changing world as any of 
us. It’s a truism: Everyone’s look¬ 
ing for approval; an ability to ig¬ 
nore the supposed inevitability of 
heterosexuality gives us the clout 
of Eris throwing her golden apple 
onto the banquet table o'n Olym¬ 
pus (Hail, Eris! All hail Discor- 
dia!). People who don’t recoil from

crying homosexuality as a sin was 
anything but the muscle-flexing 
some of us might have feared it to 
be. Twenty years ago, Carroll 
pointed out, nobody had to say 
anything like this: most 
people took it for granted. 
It’s nothing near a given 
anymore, despite the fact 
that half of all Americans 
think same-sex love is 
wrong (even while being 
pretty resolute about 
the principle of live and 
let live). Senators like 
Trent Looter 
... er, Lott ... 
are trying to 
shore up what 
used to be conventional wisdom 
before it slips away completely, 
and they do so precisely because 
this belief does threaten to slip 
away. 

(Why “Trent Looter”? Well, 
what kind of conservative tries to 
force the Navy to accept military 
hardware it doesn’t want just be¬ 
cause the only place it’s likely to 
get built is in his district? Where a 
looter like this gets off likening 
anyone else to kleptomaniacs is 
beyond me, because he’s stealing 
from the taxpayers himself.) 

There’s so much silliness - on 
both sides of the orientation and 
gender divides - about the place 
of lesbians in the great scheme of 
things. Sometimes the best enter¬ 
tainment is watching this all play 
out. T

P| H ow that it is proceeding to

can’t think of a better resolu¬ 
tion to the talk of whether the 

mainstream movie audience 
would buy Anne Heche playing a 
straight woman in her summer 
movie — Six Days, Seven Nights 
— than for the discussion to com¬ 
pletely fizzle out the way it did. 
There’s a great deal of power in 
the ability to be No Big Deal, and 
it looks like our Anne has nailed 
that one. Sure, I know some folks 
will be upset by the idea that a les¬ 
bian could believably play a het¬ 
erosexual role, specifically a non¬ 
exotic heterosexual role. After all, 
there are a lot of women in the 
lesbian community who desper¬ 
ately cling to the notion that 
adopting a lesbian identity makes 
them ipso facto exotic and hip ... 
usually because that’s the only 
chance they’ll ever have of being 
something other than completely 
ordinary. 

Of course, if one looks at this 
development in her career as 
though it were an interesting 
media experiment, one must 
admit that Anne Heche’s person¬ 
al popularity might skew it as an 
indicator of mainstream attitudes. 
I understand that Ellen De- 
Generes, because of her relation¬ 
ship with Anne, can now pop into 
her favorite Italian restaurant for 
a plate of past’ asciuta nearly any 
time of day or night because the 
owner is just crazy about Anne. 
He explained his offer of hospital¬ 
ity with the remark, “Marry Anne 
Heche, al dent' at leisure.” 

But seriously ... as a writer 
with an advertising background, 
I’m just fascinated by the oppor¬ 
tunity to peek inside the mind of 
this audience and watch the 
wheels spin. And, after all, I’ve 
been marketing lesbianism since I 
was 20 years old. By marketing, I 
mean getting a handle on what 
makes people to whom I’m trying 
to pitch the case for our rights 
tick, so I can hand them an ex¬ 
cuse, one that makes sense to 
them on their terms, for being 
okay with liking us. It’s amazing 
how often it’s a matter of nudging 
them toward that moment of re¬ 
alization, that click: “Oh ... I can 
stop holding them at arm’s length 
... my world’s not going to end if 
they’re‘just folks’... whew!” 

“Just folks” is the thing some of 
us would rather die than be treat¬ 
ed as. But before you jump on my 
tush and scream that I want to 
un-quee.r everyone just for the 
sake of acceptance - one of the 
most tiresome and common rants 
of the ordinary-phobic - please 
take note that Anne Heche isn’t 
the only lesbian actress who’s both 
out and getting cast in blatantly 
heterosexual roles. There’s also 
self-proclaimed “big dyke” Lea 
Delaria; Lea’s currently touring in 
the musical Chicago, playing 
prison matron “Big Mama” Mor¬ 
ton. (And I hope that character 
name is a tip of the hat to anoth¬ 
er big bulldagger, the late Big 
Mama Thornton ... of the origi¬ 
nal “Hound Dog” and “Piece of 
My Heart” fame ... I got to see her 
perform with B.B. King before she 
died - wow, was that a night to re¬ 
member!) Lea will return to 
Broadway in the fall to reprise the 
role that won her an Obie and 
gained her a Drama Desk nomi¬ 
nation last year, the man-hungry 
cabbie Hildy Esterhazy, in a re¬ 
vival of Leonard Bernstein’s On 
The Town.

- aith and Reason were never 
good bedfellows. The recent 
hullabaloo over the Shroud 
of Turin illustrates the point. For 
centuries, it’s been touted as 
Jesus’s grave-cloth. Then, in 1988, 
a group of scientists analyzed it by 
the radiocarbon method, which 
measures the gradual decay of 
carbon-14 to nitrogen in samples 
of dead organic matter such as 
cloth. The results were unambigu¬ 
ous: the shroud was manufac¬ 
tured more than a thousand years 
after Jesus died. But that didn’t 
stop the Roman Catholic Church 
from putting it back on display in 
the Turin cathedral, where thou¬ 
sands of “shroudies” file by it daily 
in veneration. 

The Shroud is a relic, not of 
Jesus, but of a more gullible age 
when religious faith and church 
authority were the chief arbiters 
of truth. What was the harm in a 
little fakery, one might ask, if it 
strengthened the faith of the peo¬ 
ple? But the Roman Catholic 
Church went far beyond sanctify¬ 
ing shrouds, pieces of the true 
cross, and vials of the Savior’s 
blood. Way back in its history, the 
Vatican stooped to outright 
forgery to justify its claims to civil 
power. Case in point: the Dona¬ 
tion of Constantine. 

This document was fabricated 
in the Vatican in the eighth centu¬ 
ry, during the pontificate of 
Stephen II. (This was a different 
Pope Stephen, I hasten to add, 
than the one who had his prede¬ 
cessor’s body dug up, tried for 
heresy, and thrown into the River 
Tiber.) It purported to be a letter 
written four centuries earlier by 
the Roman emperor Constantine 
to the then-pope, Sylvester I. In 
the letter, Constantine thanked 
Sylvester for curing him of leprosy 
and, as a slight token of gratitude, 


gave him and his successor popes 
the entire western half of the 
Roman Empire. I’m moving my 
capital to Byzantium, Constantine 
said, so as not to rival your au¬ 
thority. The letter wrapped up by 
describing what would happen to 
anyone who contested the pope’s 
claim to the territory: “Being 
burned in the nethermost hell, he 
shall perish with the 
devil and all the im¬ 
pious.” 

The motivation for the 
forgery was to legitimize the 
takeover of part of Italy by 
Stephen-II. But subsequent 
popes used the Dona¬ 
tion to justify even 
more chicanery. In 
1155, for example, 

Pope Adrian IV grant¬ 
ed Ireland to King 
Henry II of England, citing the 
Donation of Constantine as his 
authority. Thus began Ireland’s 
“troubles,” which have lasted to 
the present. Have you guessed 
Adrian’s nationality? Yes, he was 
the one and only English pope — 
his real name was Nicholas Brake- 
speare. 

The Donation was eventually 
exposed as a forgery by the fif¬ 
teenth century Italian humanist 
Lorenzo Valla, who founded tex¬ 
tual criticism as a scientific disci¬ 
pline. But it took another four 
centuries, and several armies, to 
persuade the Roman Catholic 
Church to give up all claims to 
territory outside the Vatican City. 

So what’s the relevance of all 
this to gays and lesbians? Well, un¬ 
less you have been living under a 
rock, you will know that the 
Roman Catholic Church heartily 
disapproves of gay sex, gay people, 
and gay rights. Homosexuality is 
an “objective moral disorder,” and 
this justifies discrimination 
against gay people in such areas as 
employment and housing, ac¬ 
cording to a 1992 statement by | 


the Church’s Sacred Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith (for¬ 
merly known as the Inquisition). 
Some U.S. Catholics, such as 
Archbishop Quinn of San Fran¬ 
cisco, tried to distance themselves 
from the Vatican’s pronounce¬ 
ments. But in Hawaii, the Roman 
Catholic Church took the policy 
statement to heart. It has^llied it¬ 
self with the Mormons 
in a vigorous 
campaign against 
same-sex civil marriage. 
The claim that homo¬ 
sexuality is an “objective moral 
disorder” is just another attempt 
to legitimize Roman 
Catholic doctrines by 
giving them an appar¬ 
ent basis in reason. As 
such, it’s about on level 
with the church’s claim 
that the Earth is at the center of 
the universe — a claim intended 
to fortify the doctrine that the 
universe was divinely created for 
our benefit. When Galileo pro¬ 
duced evidence that the Earth or¬ 
bits the Sun, the Inquisition 
forced him to retract it by threat¬ 
ening him with torture. 

It took the Roman Catholic 
Church more than three centuries 
to apologize to Galileo. How long 
will it take them to apologize to 
gay people? While we wait, let’s 
give thanks that the Vatican’s civil 
authority no longer extends be¬ 
yond the Vatican’s walls. ▼

v omething is terribly wrong 
at San Ramon Valley High 
School,” begins a June 17 
editorial in California’s San 
Ramon Valley Times. “This is a 
campus where...students spit on 
a Gay Pride Week display and 
someone skulks back after dark to 
scrawl ‘God hates fags’ and ‘Fags 
must die’ on the school’s walls. 
This is a campus in trouble. It is 
in trouble because the young 
people who have committed 
these acts don’t know 
that their actions are 
wrong ... this is a 
school district whose 
parents worked day and 
night on Measure D, a 
bond measure, to 
make sure that their 
children will go to 
schools that are in de¬ 
cent physical condition.. .It would

GLAAD media round-up: 
GOP in the crosshairs 

One of this week’s hot-button 
political stories centered on ef¬ 
forts by a number of GOP conser¬ 


vatives to rescind President Clin¬ 
ton’s executive order banning dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in federal jobs. That, 
combined with Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott’s recent com¬ 
ments equating homosexuality 
with kleptomania and conserva¬ 
tive efforts to block gay philan¬ 
thropist James Hormel’s confir¬ 
mation as ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg, enticed political analysts to 
examine the GOP “trend.” Even 
some journalists who usually 
speak with conservative voices 
lambasted the tactic as divi¬ 
sive and ill-advised. Here are 
some examples: 

• The New York 
Times ran a June 30 
front-page analysis of 
the flurry of anti-gay 
comments by conserv¬ 
ative leaders and not¬ 
ing that those remarks 
have left other Repub¬ 
licans trying to dis¬ 
tance themselves from 
a feared backlash. 

• On June 24, conservative 
columnist Arianna Huffington 
wrote of Lott, “Our nation’s Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader went on Arm¬ 
strong Williams’s show and com¬ 
pared homosexuality to alco¬ 
holism, sex addiction and klepto¬ 
mania, I think a more apt 
metaphor is Trent Lott’s Senate 
leadership record and chronic fa¬ 
tigue syndrome.” 

• Gokie and Steven V. Roberts, 
in a syndicated column published 
in newspapers including the New 
York Daily News (June 24) and the 
Salt Lake Tribune (June 27), 
wrote, “The religious right is a le¬ 
gitimate force in Republican pol¬ 
itics and deserves to be heard but 
they threaten to stain the whole 
party with their brand of self- 
righteous intolerance.” 

• Columnist Rob Morse wrote 
in his June 28 San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer piece, “Yes, politicians lec¬ 
tured the American people on 
sexuality and sin while killing 
major tobacco legislation and 
who knows how many teenagers.” 

• The lead editorial in the June 
27 edition of New York’s Daily 
News, which was entitled “Some 
Straight Talk About the GOP,” 
read: “[0]ne doesn’t have to be a 
Republican to be embarrassed, for 
this is more than a GOP frat-boy 
fight. The demonization of gays is 
un-American.”

Wineke uses a light touch and 
a heavy dose of common sense to 
deconstruct one of the most com¬ 
mon homophobic buzz phrases in 
a way that spotlights its ultimate 
lack of meaning.

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Pride board declares 
a financial success

| embers of the board of 
the San Francisco Les- 
1 1 bian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Pride Celebration Com¬ 
mittee raised champagne cups 
Monday night, June 8, and toasted 
what all agreed was “the most suc¬ 
cessful parade ever,” as outgoing 
Pride President Deborah Oakley- 
Melvin termed this year’s event. 

“In assessing the success or 
failure of the event, we have to 
look at a variety of factors,” ob¬ 
served Pride Executive Director 
Teddy Witherington. Among the 
indicators are “the extent to which 
our volunteers were happy, the fi¬ 
nancial performance, the atten¬ 
dance, the logistical aspects, the 
weather, the response from city 
authorities, the amount of posi¬ 
tive media generated, and, not 
least, the X Factor — i.e., did peo¬ 
ple have a good time?” 

Judging from the amount of 
donations collected by volunteers 
from 15 nonprofit organizations at 
entry points around the pride cel¬ 
ebration, and from the sums slat¬ 
ed for distribution to those non¬ 
profits by the Pride Committee, 
volunteers should be quite happy. 

Altogether, the groups collect¬ 
ed $67,092 in donations, and will 
receive half of that ($33,546) back 
in the form of grants. 

The three organizations 
putting in the most volunteer 
houfs, and thus earning the 
largest grants, were Nomenus 
(a.k.a. the Radical Faeries), 
WOMAN, Inc., and Pacific Center 
for Human Growth. 

In return for fielding 41 volun¬ 
teers, whose combined efforts 
added up to 235.9 work hours 
during the parade and celebra¬ 
tion, Nomenus earned more than 
$6,030 (at press time, the exact 
figures were uncertain). 
WOMAN, Inc. contributed 201.8 
volunteer hours by 35 individuals, 
meriting a grant of some $5,150. 
And 31 volunteers from Pacific 
Center for Human Growth lent 
159.9 work hours, which will yield 
a grant of more than $4,000. 

Other nonprofits to receive 
grants are (in descending order) 
Golden Gate Men’s Chorus; 
Walden House; Ducal Council of 
San Francisco; Bethany United 
Methodist Church; San Francisco 
Spikes; Full Circle Counseling; 
Immune Enhancement Project; 
The New Village; Sports Bridge; 
Aguilas; and San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus. 

As for financial performance, 
the Pride Committee is sitting 
pretty. According to Chief Finan¬ 
cial Officer Jim Gong, at the end 
of June (and following the cele¬ 
bration), the committee had 
$124,000 in the bank and antici¬ 
pated another $110,000 in in¬ 
come. After expenses, he predict¬ 
ed a surplus of some $60,000. He 
said those expenses would be tal¬ 
lied in July’s financial report. 

In all, Gong estimated Pride’s 
total income for the fiscal year at 
around $700,000. 

A $100,000+ magazine 

A substantial portion of that 
income accrues from the produc¬ 
tion of Pride 98, a glossy, 306-page 
“official magazine for San Fran¬ 
cisco [sic] Pride.” The publication, 
sporting the glowing mien of 
Ellen DeGeneres on its cover and 
produced by the London/New 


York City-based firm Profile Pur¬ 
suit, was much in evidence at the 
celebration and hotly derided by 
many who felt it represented the 
over-commercialization of Pride. 

“We still don’t know exactly” 
how much the magazine earned 
Pride,” said Witherington, “be¬ 
cause we don’t have the sales re¬ 
ceipts,” but he estimated the in¬ 
come from it at about $120,000. 

“We had an arrangement in 
which we received a proportion of 
the income,” said Witherington of 
the magazine. “It’s a complicated 
arrangement. In all it would come 
out to about 15 percent.” 

All of the costs of production 
and distribution were picked up 
by the publisher, added Wither¬ 
ington. Presumably one of those 
costs would be compensation for 
the job of managing editor, which 
was undertaken by SF Pride Pres¬ 
ident Oakley-Melvin. 

Witherington told the B.A.R. 
on Tuesday that he was unaware 
of any contractual arrangement 
between Oakley-Melvin and Pro¬ 
file Pursuit or what, if any, com¬ 
pensation she received for the job. 

The magazine’s print run was 
150,000 copies, said Withering¬ 
ton, of which “we gave away close 
to 80,000 at the celebration itself.” 
The remainder were sold or dis¬ 
tributed by Profile Pursuit at out¬ 
lets around the United States. 

At Monday’s board meet, Pride 
Treasurer Leigh Christopher called 
for an “immediate interim audit to 
alleviate questions about what we 
have or haven’t done” financially.

and wounding five others. He is 
scheduled to go to trial October 5. 
He told Schetky and Dr. Dewey 
Cornell that a column called 
“Rumor Has It,” published in the 
fall of 1996 when Carneal was in 
eighth grade at Heath Middle 
School, implied he was gay, and 
that he was the subject of con¬ 
stant teasing. 

School officials told the Padu¬ 
cah Sun they did not remember 
the article. 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, a former member of 
the Board of Education here and 
a former special education 
teacher, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that if true, Carneal’s story is an 
example of the price society pays 
for homophobia. 

“I know how crippling a whis¬ 
per campaign or a name-calling 
campaign can be,” Ammiano told 
the B.A.R. “It’s another price of 
homophobia.” 

Grant Peterson, co-chair of the 
Gay, Lesbian, Straight Education 
Network (GLSEN) in the Bay 
Area, said he, too, sees the dangers 
of gay-bashing, particularly in 
schools. “The slur kids most fear 
being called is ‘gay’ or ‘faggot’ or 
‘dyke’ or any related homophobic 
word,” Peterson said. “In our so¬ 
ciety, killing has become an ac¬ 
cepted way for adults to resolve 
disputes and relieve frustrations.” 

Peterson pointed to the recent 
July 4 gun shooting at the Alameda 
County Fair in Pleasanton that 
may have started over a dispute in¬ 
volving a stuffed animal prize. 
“Kids learn by example, and if 
adults permit homophobic abuse 
— physical and verbal — kids will 
react in order to protect their 


Without elaborating on details, 
she noted that small mistakes oc¬ 
curred, and wanted to make sure 
the next board doesn’t repeat 
them. The current (albeit outgo¬ 
ing) board members voted unani¬ 
mously to adopt her motion. 

Same time next year 

The parade and celebration al¬ 
most certainly ranks as the largest 
ever, but no precise or even ball¬ 
park attendance figures were 
available on Monday. While no 
board member accepted Mayor 
Willie Brown’s declaration on pa¬ 
rade day that “a million” people 
attended the event (a figure pro¬ 
vided by pride media spokesper¬ 
son Allen White), most agreed 
that approximately 600,000 peo¬ 
ple showed up, either as spectators 
or participants. One board mem¬ 
ber suggested the number may 
have been as high as 750,000. 

The most contentious post¬ 
event ’98 discussion on the board 
centered around the date of next 
year’s event. According to its by¬ 
laws, Pride is supposed to coin¬ 
cide with the anniversary of the 
Stonewall riots in 1969, which oc¬ 
curred on the last Sunday of June. 
Los Angeles holds its event the 
same weekend; despite negotia¬ 
tions of many years with Los An- 
gleles organizers to alternate dates 
so the two events don’t compete 
for celebrants, the San Francisco 
board voted after much debate to 
stick to the last-Sunday-in-June 
rule.

said. 

Faggot nerd geek 

Carneal told the psychologists 
the column in the school paper 
made him feel “pretty bad,” and 
he felt everyone was laughing at 
him. According to Schetky’s re¬ 
port, “Mike detailed extensive ha¬ 
rassment at school in recent years 
in which he was called gay, faggot, 
nerd, geek,” and other epithets. 
“He stated that he was also spat 
upon, hit, put in headlocks, and 
threatened with violence.” 

Carneal told Cornell he fanta¬ 
sized about taking over the prin¬ 
cipal’s office and using the public 
address system to order everyone 
out of school. He said he changed 
his mind and shot into the crowd 
after “thinking about all the 
things done to me ... all the 
names they called me.” 

Cornell said Carneal also said 
he thought a shot from a .22 
handgun wasn’t powerful enough 
to kill anyone, and he thought the 
victims would only be hurt. Cor¬ 
nell said Carneal’s original intent 
was just to brandish the guns to 
get attention and respect from fel¬ 
low students. 

Peterson said, “Until we teach 
kids - and adults too - that les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der individuals are worthy of re¬ 
spect and acceptance, we can ex¬ 
pect homophobic slurs to trigger 
tragic consequences such as the 
one in Paducah.” 

“School employees may well 
be the culprits in this sad situa¬ 
tion; if homophobia is not being 
aggressively addressed, kids, both 
gay and straight, become the vic¬ 
tims,” Peterson added. T 
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Illegal motivation 

The women say that after 
learning of Harrison’s diagnosis, 
the employer increased the job 
duties, fired the building’s main¬ 
tenance crew, reduced her pay and 
housing allowance, restricted her 
use of the swimming pool, and 
prohibited her from doing certain 
tasks. After the DFEH claim was 
filed, the employer fifed and evict¬ 
ed her. 

Eggleston, who specializes in 
employment law, disability, ha¬ 
rassment, and discrimination 
cases, said the ADA is very clear in 
its protections for both women, 
even though Harrison is the one 
who is sick. “Under the ADA, not 
only is the disabled person pro¬ 
tected, but the person associated 
with the disabled is protected too. 
Both are entitled to reasonable ac¬ 
commodations,” Eggleston said. 
“Jan, as her partner, had protec¬ 
tion. That’s the nice feature of the 
ADA. Jan had as much protection 
from discrimination and harass¬ 
ment as Debra. The employer and 
direct supervisor [Meier] are 
oblivious to that provision.” 

The reasons for Meier’s abrupt 
turnaround? “He was hoping to 
get us to quit,” Nuzzo said, “And 
he mounted a campaign to harass 
me.” Eggleston went further, and 
charged that Meier was trying to 
protect his employer from work¬ 
ers compensation. However, she 
said that the desire to avoid work¬ 
ers compensation is not enough 
under the ADA. 

“His motivation, from the 
onset, was illegal,” said Eggleston. 

Harrison said she has her own 
private medical insurance. 

For the past several months, 
Nuzzo said, nothing she did to 
fulfill her job duties was right. 
Work orders would be issued by 
Meier and then canceled after 
Nuzzo completed getting price 
quotes for maintenance work. “He 
made it impossible to perform 
duties,” said Nuzzo. Additionally, 
Harrison charged, Meier told 
them he was watching them, forc¬ 
ing them to leave their drapes 
drawn all the time. 

“I asked [Meier] if he had a 
problem with my cancer,” Harri¬ 
son said, “and he looked down to 
the floor and said, ‘Well, I’ve been 
wondering about that.’” 

Harrison and Nuzzo said the 
personal toll the whole situation 
has taken on them has been “ex¬ 
traordinary.” Meier did not return

calls from the B.A.R. 

“This is not a 9 to 5 job,” Har¬ 
rison said, “and to risk losing our 
home and have nowhere to es¬ 
cape.... 

“We’re feeling pretty desper¬ 
ate.” 

The physical labor involved in 
moving is daunting to Harrison, 
who said she’s feeling better these 
days. However, one of the side ef¬ 
fects of the radiation treatments is 
cumulative fatigue. She said that 


she’s finished with chemotherapy 
and has about 10 radiation treat¬ 
ments left. 

“I was in the [gay pride] pa¬ 
rade and had an amazing experi¬ 
ence,” Harrison said, adding she 
rode on the Charlotte Maxwell 
Clinic’s float. “We ran out of Fris- 
bees and started throwing out 
waves and smiles. As we were rid¬ 
ing down Market Street it was the 
most wonderful experience, lov¬ 
ing and supporting.” ▼ 


SoCal Lumpkin?

I n a bad summer remake remi¬ 
niscent of the 1993 controver¬ 
sy regarding anti-gay com¬ 
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ments made by former San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commis¬ 
sioner Reverend Eugene Lump¬ 
kin, a member of the Kern Coun¬ 
ty Human Relations Commission 
made anti-gay comments at a 
May 12 meeting and has been ac¬ 
cused of betraying the public trust 
bestowed on him as a member of 
the commission. However, unlike 
in San Francisco, members of the 
Kern County Board of Supervi¬ 
sors are standing by the commis¬ 
sioner. 

As reported in the Bakersfield 
Californian, Commissioner Dou¬ 
glas Hearn, a Baptist minister, said 
homosexuals are “sick” and that 
he wouldn’t want a gay teacher 
teaching his child. The comments 
were later confirmed by the min¬ 
ister when he said, “Any homosex¬ 
ual in my mind is sick... I know 
those people are sick and I’ll stand 
on that.” 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union of Southern California has 
called on the Kern County Board 
of Supervisors to remove com¬ 
missioner Hearn from his posi¬ 
tion for making these remarks. 
Some members of the board have

Lesbian faces eviction and firing 
because she has breast cancer

is the manager of the firm’s Oak¬ 
land office. According to Harrison, 
she and Nuzzo had a contract that 
spelled out job duties, and as part 
of the job they lived on site. Their 
responsibilities included working 
with tenants, lining up vendors to 
do maintenance work, and per¬ 
forming move-out functions. 

“I have many years of experi¬ 
ence and excellent references,” 
Harrison told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, adding she’s been in apart¬ 
ment management since 1973. 
“Our relationship with this prop¬ 
erty manager was very good. 
Everything was going perfectly.” 

All of that changed dramati¬ 
cally when Harrison was diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer last Oc¬ 
tober. “It was a 180-degree turn¬ 
around,” said Nuzzo. 

“It was a shock,” added Harri¬ 
son. “I told [Meier] of my diagno¬ 
sis and the next day he communi¬ 
cated with Jan. He wanted noth¬ 
ing to do with me.” 

Nuzzo said Meier issued a new 
contract and a new lease with dif¬ 
ferent provisions, and then began 
to harass Nuzzo, who stepped in 
to fulfill the job duties that Harri¬ 
son could no longer do while un¬ 
dergoing chemotherapy. “Because 
Debra was in chemotherapy, and I 
was the sole caretaker, I felt co¬ 
erced into signing it,” Nuzzo told 
the B.A.R. 

“It was December 22, three 
days before Christmas.” 


T he fate of an East Bay lesbian 
couple hangs in the balance 
while the women fight losing 
both their jobs as resident build¬ 
ing managers and their apartment 
at an Oakland complex. The rea¬ 
son, they say, is because one of 
them has breast cancer. 

The deadline for the 30-day 
move-out notice expired last 
Monday, June 29, and while the 
women’s attorney, Janis Eggleston, 
has asked for more time to nego¬ 
tiate, the property owner could 
serve an unlawful detainer notice 
at any time. 

Debra Harrison and her part¬ 
ner, Jan Nuzzo, have filed a com¬ 
plaint with the state Department 
of Fair Employment and Housing 
(DFEH), which has launched an 
investigation. Eggleston said that 
the case has important ramifica¬ 
tions, particularly around the fed¬ 
eral Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA). Harrison maintains 
the firing and eviction are in re¬ 
taliation for filing the DFEH 
claim, which alleges discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of a medical con¬ 
dition. 

Harrison said she was hired last 
September as the resident manag¬ 
er of a 42-unit apartment complex 
at 350 Newton Avenue in Oak¬ 
land, managed by CPS Select 
Management Company.

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce the chance of illnesses and death 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your 
CD4T-cell count. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 
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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


Wha t is C RIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does C RIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays." 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- com flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does C RI XIVAN cu re HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to ot hers? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIX IVA N? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doc tor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has hot been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling: 
inflammation of the kidneys: increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions: hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention.

u Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they

Supreme Court lets 
gov’t deny arts funding

i he Supreme Court ruled 
June 25 that the federal gov- 
11 ernment may deny funding 
to artists whose work is consid¬ 
ered “indecent,” and that such 
content-based funding restric¬ 
tions do not violate an artist’s 
First Amendment right to free 
speech. 

The ruling was specifically re¬ 
lated to the National Endowment 
for the Arts, which has been em¬ 
broiled in controversy since the 
late 1980s (see related article, this 
page). The Supreme Court justices 
ruled that the NEA can consider 
“decency” along with artistic 
merit in deciding what types of 
art to fund. 

In 1990, Congress legislated a 
“decency” standard following 
widespread controversy over 
works by artists including Robert 
Mapplethorpe and Andres Serra¬ 
no. The law instructed the NEA to 


take “into consideration general 
standards of decency and respect 
for the diverse beliefs and values 
of the American public.” 

In 1992, a federal judge struck 
down the “decency” law as uncon¬ 
stitutional. The 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals (Northern California), 
in a split decision, upheld the rul¬ 
ing, finding the standard overly 
vague and a violation of free 
speech and due process rights. 
The appeals court said that artists 
might be improperly denied 
funding on the basis of unpopu¬ 
lar political or social messages in 
their work. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment appealed the circuit court 
ruling, and federal attorneys ar¬ 
gued in favor of the decency stan¬ 
dard. The department claimed 
that, “Nothing in the First 
Amendment bars Congress from 
defining the parameters of its pro¬ 
gram for funding of the arts.” 

The Supreme Court justices 
voted 8-1 in favor of the content 
restrictions. Writing for the ma¬ 


jority, Justice Sandra Day O’Con¬ 
nor stated that, “Congress has 
wide latitude to set spending pri¬ 
orities,” and may “selectively fund 
a program to encourage certain 
activities it believes to be in the 
public interest.” The ruling was 
opposed by Justice David Souter, 
who said that the law is “substan¬ 
tially overbroad and carries with 
it a significant power to chill artis¬ 
tic production and display.” 

The case (known as NEA vs. 
Finley) was originally brought by 
a group of four artists - Karen 
Finley, John Fleck, Holly Hughes, 
and Tim Miller - who were denied 
NEA funding. Fleck, Hughes, and 
Miller are gay, lesbian, or bisexual 
artists who incorporate queer 
themes in much of their work. 
The artists’ attorney, David Cole, 
said that the ruling would have a 
“chilling effect” on the arts. How¬ 
ever, he noted that the court’s rul¬ 
ing was advisory, and that Con¬ 
gress is not required to deny fund¬ 
ing for any type of art. V 


House committee 
restores NEA funding

' , n June 25, the House of 

|| Representatives Appropria- 
" tions Committee voted 31- 
27 to restore funding for the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts 
(NEA). House Republicans had 
voted on June 18 to deny funding 
for the agency, but the decision 
was reversed after five moderate 
Republicans switched sides and 
voted with the majority of De¬ 
mocrats on the committee. 

The previous week’s vote came 
after House Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich (R-Georgia) and other Re¬ 
publican leaders met with leaders 
of the religious right, including 
the Christian Coalition’s James 
Dobson and Gary Bauer of the 
Family Research Council. Elimi¬ 
nating federal arts funding was 
among the issues the conserva¬ 
tives designated as a priority, 


along with banning abortion and 
permitting prayer in schools. 

The restored NEA funds were 
included in the appropriations bill 
for the Interior Department. 
However, funding remains uncer¬ 
tain, since the bill will likely still go 
before the full House, a vote which 
is expected in late July. House Re¬ 
publicans had sought a floor vote 
rather than having the funding de¬ 
cided in committee. The Senate 
included funding for the NEA in 
its Interior Department appropri¬ 
ations bill, passed the same week. 

Last year, $98 million was pro¬ 
vided to the NEA for fiscal year 
1998 after a protracted legislative 
battle that was eventually resolved 
by a House/Senate conference 
committee. At the time, President 
Clinton threatened to veto the ap¬ 
propriations bill if funding for the 
agency was not included. In last 
week’s session, David Obey (D- 
Michigan) offered an amendment 


to restore 1999 NEA funding to the 
same level. Clinton has requested 
$136 million for the next fiscal year. 
At the recent swearing-in ceremony 
for new NEA director William Ivey, 
Hillary Clinton said the adminis¬ 
tration would continue its efforts to 
maintain agency funding. 

The House Appropriations 
Committee vote came on the 
same day that the Supreme Court 
ruled that the government could 
deny funding for controversial art 
(see related story, this page). Social 
conservatives have long opposed 
funding for the NEA, which they 
claim supports work that is ob¬ 
scene and offensive to religion. Ef¬ 
forts to defund the agency began 
in earnest after an NEA-funded 
show of photographs by the late 
Robert Mapplethorpe was exhib¬ 
ited in 1989. Included among the 
work that conservatives find of¬ 
fensive is queer art that is not sex¬ 
ually explicit. ▼ 
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Supreme court protects people with HIV

s here never was a question 
that the 1990 Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
covers people with AIDS. But 
what about people infected with 
HIV who have not yet advanced 
to an AIDS diagnosis, were they 
covered? On June 25 the Supreme 
Court said yes, but in a voice that 
was even more divided than the 5- 


4 vote would indicate. 

The facts of Bragdon v. Abbott 
were relatively simple. Maine res¬ 
ident Sidney Abbott is HIV-posi¬ 
tive. She went to dentist Randon 
Bragdon for a filling in the fall of 
1994. He said that he feared the 
possibility of transmission of HIV 
during the procedure and would 
only perform it in a hospital 
where greater precautions could 
be taken. That would cost Abbott 
additional time and money. 

She sued under the ADA, 
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claiming disability in reproduc¬ 
tive matters because of her HIV, 
and that this qualifies as a “major 
life activity” as defined by the Act. 
Bragdon countered that this was 
not a covered disability and re¬ 
gardless, his action was not dis¬ 
crimination but an exercise of 
reasonable prudence. 

Lower courts agreed with Ab¬ 
bott. The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention says there 
is no documented case of trans¬ 
mission from patient to dentist 
and that in-office procedures are 
completely safe. The American 
Medical Association filed a brief 
in her support. 

Justice Anthony M. Kennedy, 
writing for the majority, said that 
“HIV infection does fall well 
within the general definition set 
forth by regulators” in the ADA 
and the foundations upon which 
it was built, the Rehabilitation Act 
of 1973 and the Fair Housing 
Amendments Act of 1988. 

Penning what for extended pas¬ 
sages seemed like a heavily foot¬ 
noted scientific primer on the 
pathogenesis of HIV, he conclud¬ 
ed: “In light of the immediacy with 
which the virus begins to damage 
the infected person’s white blood 
cells and the severity of the disease, 
we hold that it is an impairment 
from the moment of infection. 

“Reproduction and the sexual 
dynamics surrounding it are cen¬ 
tral to the life process itself,” wrote 
Kennedy in deciding what many 
saw as one of the thornier ques¬ 
tions raised by the case. 

The court was careful to abide 
by the “practice to decide cases on 
the grounds raised and consid¬ 
ered in the Court of Appeals.” 
However, many readers took the 
preceding line, “We have little 
doubt that had different parties 
brought the suit they would have 
maintained that an HIV infection 
imposes substantial limitations 
on other major life activities,” as 
the court intimating more expan¬ 
sive coverage. 

They chastised Brandon for his 
denial of service to Abbott. “As a 
healthcare professional, petitioner 
had the duty to assess the risk of 
infection based on the objective, 
scientific information available to 
him and others in his profession. 
His belief that a significant risk ex¬ 
isted, even if maintained in good 


faith, would not relieve him from 
liability.” It sent the case back to 
the lower court for a decision on 
matters of fact not earlier resolved. 

Dissenting concurrence 

Justices John Paul Stevens and 
Stephen Breyer joined to help 
form the majority for the deci¬ 
sion. But they wrote a separate 
opinion stating they would have 
preferred “an outright affirma¬ 
tion” without remanding the case. 
That bit of insider horse-trading 
prevented the court from splitting 
three ways, with perhaps the mi¬ 
nority opinion holding sway. 

Chief Justice William H. Rehn- 
quist wrote the four-member mi¬ 
nority opinion. He called the ma¬ 
jority “simply wrong” in consider¬ 
ing reproduction a major life activ¬ 
ity under the law because it was not 
“repetitively performed and essen¬ 
tial in the day-to-day existence of 
normally functioning individuals.” 

, He believed that asymptomatic 
HIV infection does not substantial¬ 
ly limit activity. And he warned that 
the argument, “Taken to its logical 
extreme, would render every indi¬ 
vidual with a genetic marker for 
some debilitating disease ‘disabled’ 
here and now because of some pos¬ 
sible future effects.” 

He was also more receptive to 
Brandon’s fears of risk of infec¬ 
tion. “At minimum, petitioner’s 
evidence was sufficient to create a 
triable issue on this question, and 
summary judgment was accord¬ 
ingly not appropriate.” 

Reaction 

“It appears that we just won 
the war and lost the battle,” said 
Daniel Zingale, executive director 
of the AIDS Action Council, flip¬ 
ping an old adage on its head. Ab¬ 
bott’s case will be remanded to a 
lower court for individual dispo¬ 
sition, but the Supreme Court af¬ 
firmed the greater principle of in¬ 
clusion under the ADA. 

“It’s an absolutely tremendous 
decision,” said Cornelius Baker, 
executive director of the National 
Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA). “We know that it will 
help remove a lot of fear in peo¬ 
ples’ live. We hope by doing so that 
it will encourage those who are at 
risk for HIV to get tested and to 
seek appropriate healthcare. 

“Many advocates have talked

about the lack of [legal] protection. 
I think that we have to be heart¬ 
ened by this ruling of the Supreme 
Court. It doesn’t remove every 
issue related to disclosure, but it 
certainly addresses some concerns.” 

Tony Varona, chief counsel for 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), said, “By making clear that 
objective medical standards and 
not the individual judgment of 
healthcare providers determine the 
applicability of the ADA, the 
Supreme Court has ensured that all 
individuals Congress intended to 
be protected by the ADA are indeed 
protected from discrimination.” 

Arthur S. Leonard, a profes¬ 
sor at New York Law School, said 
the decision would have another 
impact in the workplace. “It 
means that employers will be ob¬ 
ligated not to discriminate 
against people with HIV who are 
qualified to work. They must 
make reasonable accommoda¬ 
tions to make it possible for 
them to keep working.” 

B.J. Stiles, president and CEO 
of the National AIDS Fund, 
echoed that opinion. “The court’s 
decision reaffirms and helps cod¬ 
ify the experience of the nation’s 
leading businesses vis-a-vis how 
best to respond to co-workers, 
customers, and others who are 
living with HIV disease.” 

Zingale hopes that the decision 
“has given us some momentum” 
to move farther, to expand Med¬ 
icaid to cover people who are 
HIV-positive. “The Supreme 
Court has acted, now it is the ad-

ment grounds — a position the 
ACLU flatly rejects. 

“Our interest is in making sure 
that the Board of Supervisors is 
not waving around the First 
Amendment in a way that does 
not apply,” said Taylor Flynn, staff 
attorney at the ACLU. “They are 
trying to use the First Amend¬ 
ment as a shield for discrimina¬ 
tion. Non-discrimination respon¬ 
sibilities take precedence over a 
commissioner’s right to express a 
personal opinion when working 
in an official capacity.” 

Hearn was appointed to the 
Human Relations Commission by 
Kern County Supervisor Jon Mc- 
Quiston, who stands by his ap¬ 
pointment; a call to his office 
from the B.A.R. was not returned. 

The original 

A similar incident occurred in 
San Francisco in June 1993 when 
then-Human Rights Commis¬ 
sioner Lumpkin made anti-gay 
comments in a San Francisco 
Chronicle interview, saying the 
homosexual lifestyle is “an abom¬ 


ination against God” and a sin. He 
later expanded on those com¬ 
ments in a television interview 
that intensified the controversy. 

Members of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission are 
appointed by the mayor, and ini¬ 
tially then-Mayor Frank Jordan de¬ 
fended Lumpkin on First Amend¬ 
ment grounds. As reported in the 
Bay Area Reporter at the time, the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
voted 8-1 on August 16, 1993 for 
Lumpkin’s removal. He was even¬ 
tually removed by the mayor after 
making additional comments; he 
later filed suit over the dismissal. 

The Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals rejected his claim holding 
in a 1997 decision ( Lumpkin v. 
Brown ) that “the First Amend¬ 
ment [does not require] govern¬ 
ment at any level to put up with 
policy-level officials who work at 
cross-purposes with the policies 
they are responsible for carrying 
out.” The ACLU is using that de¬ 
cision as part of its call for Hearn’s 
removal in Kern County. 

Chief Assistant City Attorney 
Dennis Aftergut, who represented 
San Francisco in the Lumpkin law¬ 
suit, told the B.A.R., “The ACLU is 
absolutely correct. The First 


Amendment cannot be used as a 
pretext to protect the job of a high 
government official, such as a 
human rights commissioner, who 
makes homophobic remarks.” 

Martha Knutzen, the only 
member from the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender (LGBT) com¬ 
munity on the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission and 
former two-term chair, comment¬ 
ed that “Human Rights commis¬ 
sions are the bodies that are re¬ 
sponsible for enforcing civil rights 
laws in whatever jurisdiction they 
exist in, or, if they don’t have that 
authority, they sit as the body that 
works to alleviate tensions in that 
community.” Knutzen clearly felt 
that discriminatory statements by 
members of such a body would 
undermine their work. 

Knutzen then reflected on the 
current strength of San Francisco’s 
Human Rights Commission, call¬ 
ing it “one of the finest in the coun¬ 
ty,” and specifically stated, “The 
LGBT Unit is unique; I don’t think 
there is one anywhere else in the 
county — certainly not one that is 
staffed.” She went on to note that 
the unit here serves as a resource 
for other human rights commis¬ 
sions around the country. T 
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HIV Disability Ruling’s 
effect on NoCal case

he United States Supreme 
Court, in a 5 to 4 decision 
on June 25, ruled that all 
HIV-positive individuals are pro¬ 
tected by the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act (ADA) regardless of 
whether or not they exhibit symp¬ 
toms. The ruling affects an esti¬ 
mated 1 million Americans — in¬ 
cluding an estimated one in 25 
San Franciscans — who are 
thought to be infected with HIV. 
(See related story, facing page.) 

Irwin Keller of the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel, an organization 
that filed an amicus brief in sup¬ 
port of the HIV-positive individ¬ 
ual who filed the suit, praised the 
decision as “wonderful and excit¬ 
ing.” He stated that the decision 
protects people with HIV at any 
stage of infection against discrim¬ 
ination and offers clarification in 
an area of law that was somewhat 
murky. Keller also explained that 
in addition to protection against 
discrimination, the ADA specifies 
that employers must offer reason¬ 
able accommodation to people 
with a disability, such as special¬ 
ized meal times consistent with a 
medication schedule. Keller also 
told the Bay Area Reporter that de¬ 
spite a possible misinterpretation 
of the decision, it does not and 
will not affect access to entitle¬ 
ment benefits such as disabled 
parking placards or Medicaid. 

For those not living with HIV, 
he said, “It may deepen the public 
understanding of what it takes to 
live with HIV as well as other dis¬ 
eases that are unseen, such as dia¬ 
betes or epilepsy.” 

Geoffrey Kors, civil rights at¬ 
torney with the Law Offices of 
Paul Wotman, hailed the ruling as 
a landmark. “We have long be¬ 
lieved that it was the intent of 
Congress to prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion against people with disabili¬ 


ties regardless of whether those 
disabilities had resulted in obvi¬ 
ous manifestations,” said Kors. 

“Now it is clear that an em¬ 
ployer cannot fire an employee 
once they learn that the employee 
is HIV-positive.” For example, 
employees who tell their employ¬ 
ers that they require accommoda¬ 
tion at work to adjust to side ef¬ 
fects of HIV medication, or need 
to take time off to visit a doctor, 
cannot be terminated because of 
their HIV status. 

Local case 

This decision will almost cer¬ 
tainly bolster a local case that is 
proceeding in the courts. Steve Ia- 
covino, a 46-year-old gay man liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, has a lawsuit 
pending against University of Cal¬ 


ifornia, San Francisco doctor 
Franklin Hoagland for alleged 
discrimination regarding denial 
of medical treatment. Iacovino is 
suing because he was refused 
surgery for a shoulder replace¬ 
ment that had been recommend¬ 
ed by another physician. Dr. 
Hoagland has said in past news 
reports that he refused to perform 
the surgery because he believed 
Iacovino was at high risk for in¬ 
fection due to his HIV status. Ia¬ 
covino was taking large daily 
doses of morphine at the time to 
deal with the pain, which had re¬ 
stricted many daily activities. 

Reached by phone at his new 
home in Hawaii, Iacovino de¬ 
scribed the extreme pain of both 
the injury and the rejection for 
surgery. “This was just another 
stigma of having HIV. I was made 
to feel like a leper again,” he told 
the B.A.R. “When I was denied 


the'surgery [at UCSF] I was so 
upset I was going to kill myself. 

“I was in so much pain,” he 
continued, recounting the experi¬ 
ence of Dr. Hoagland denying the 
surgery. Iacovino is glad that peo¬ 
ple will be able to more easily fight 
the discrimination he feels many 
with HIV regularly face — an ad¬ 
ditional burden that complicates 
the challenges of dealing with 
HIV disease or AIDS. 

Gary Cloutier, Iacovino’s attor¬ 
ney, spoke further about the case, 
which does not claim discrimina¬ 
tion specifically under the ADA, 
but makes claims under the Cali¬ 
fornia Unruh Civil Rights Act (al¬ 
though the state courts will likely 
look to the precedent set by the 
Supreme Court). Cloutier pointed 
out that in addition to the aspect 


of the decision that defines HIV as 
a disability, the ruling also defines 
some parameters around defer¬ 
ence to doctor’s opinions. The de¬ 
cision stated that courts “should 
assess the objective reasonableness 
of the views of healthcare profes¬ 
sionals rather than defer to indi¬ 
vidual decisions.” According to 
Cloutier, “Doctors’ opinions can 
[now] be subject to impeachment 
by other qualified professionals.” If 
the Supreme Court had not issued 
the ruling it did, “some doctors 
would potentially have carte 
blanche to discriminate” using the 
“pretext of a medical reason,” con¬ 
tinued Cloutier. 

Iacovino has moved to Hawaii 
since filing this case, where the 
surgery was performed success¬ 
fully and he was able to dramati¬ 
cally decrease his daily doses of 
morphine, and has started taking 
anti-HIV medication. T

gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
questioning (LGBTQ) young peo¬ 
ple ages 12 through 25 can also re¬ 
ceive a full range of mental health 
services, counseling, substance 
abuse counseling, and referrals. 

No one will be turned away for 
lack of funds; the staffing and 
space are donated as in-kind ser¬ 
vices from the project’s collabora¬ 
tors. Services are offered in Eng¬ 
lish and Spanish, and mental 
health services are also offered in 
Mandarin. 

There are peer educators on 
hand every week to help youth by 
providing referrals, answering 
questions, and offering education 
on relevant health topics. They re¬ 
ceive a small stipend of $150 per 
month for 20 hours of work. 

Overseeing the effort is Health 
Initiatives For Youth (HIFY). 
Steve Tierney, executive director, 
said the organization decided to 
start the clinic in response to a 
survey they conducted of 200 
queer youth in San Francisco last 
year. Survey respondents said that 
they felt uncomfortable with 
providers when they could not be 
out to them. Oftentimes, doctors 
assume a patient is heterosexual; 
disclosure is often left up to the 
patient which can be difficult and 
may never happen. 


“Often, as well, queer youth 
feel more comfortable in queer 
spaces and therefore more likely 
to have a positive experience,” said 
Jessica Meyer, LGBTQ project co¬ 
ordinator at HIFY. 

Tierney said that everything 
went very well last week on open¬ 
ing night; seven people showed 
up, which Tierney considered 
good, considering there was no 
advance advertising and only a 
flyer campaign. 

“Two were young men who 
had just arrived in San Francisco 
within the last week,” Tierney told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “One was 
okay and one was in need of 
healthcare. They didn’t know 
where to go and had just seen the 
flyers, so that shows we’re provid¬ 
ing the kind of services we’d 
hoped it would.” 

First on West Coast 

At a community forum last 
month to discuss the clinic, Tier¬ 
ney said that in addition to the 
uncomfortable feelings queer 
youth often have around physi¬ 
cians, many don’t access health 
care because they can’t afford it or 
health care is not a concern to 
them. Dr. Tamar Gershon, who’s 
providing medical services at Di¬ 
mensions, noted the clinic will 
specifically provide transgender 
services in addition to all of the 
other items. 

Tierney pointed out that while 


the clinic is just one night a week 
now, the collaborators hope it can 
be expanded as the need arises. 
“There are similar programs in 
Boston and New York,” Tierney 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “They 
started out part time and now 
both are full time.” 

The Boston clinic has been 
open three years and last year 
alone received 15,000 visits. Tier¬ 
ney estimated that there are be¬ 
tween 6,000 and 10,000 queer 
youth in San Francisco. 

In addition to HIFY, Dimen¬ 
sions involves three branches of the 
DPH, the Castro Mission Health 
Center, Lesbian and Gay Health 
Services, and Special Programs for 
Youth. HIFY’s nonprofit partners 
are the Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center (LYRIC), 
which has lined up peer educators, 
and New Leaf Services for Our 
Community, which provides the 
mental health component. 

“The funding is a true example 
of everybody threw in a little bit,” 
Tierney said. ▼

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Geneva update on body shape changes 

Humps, paunches center stage 
at International AIDS Conference

ontroversial data presented 

at last week’s International 
'%0 AIDS Conference in Geneva 
suggested that unwanted changes 
in body shape are being reported 
as a side effect by more than 80 
percent of patients on anti-HIV 
therapies. The data were reported 
in an Australian study conducted 
by Dr. Andrew Carr, which was 
one of approximately 25 oral and 


poster presentations that dealt 
with the emerging syndrome of 
lipodystrophy (body shape 
changes) at the conference. Abun¬ 
dant documentation of the syn¬ 
drome was presented at the Gene¬ 
va conference but researchers were 
at a loss to suggest treatments and 
could only speculate about what 
causes the syndrome to occur. 

At an overflow community 
forum sponsored during the con¬ 
ference by ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
patients and advocates shared 
their fears about body shape 
changes and the implications for 
longterm anti-HIV treatment. 
Participants in the community 
forum developed ideas for the re¬ 


search, treatment, and activist 
agendas. Representatives from the 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) said they plan to organize 
emergency funding and a research 
strategy to identify the cause of 
the syndrome and to develop 
treatment options. A Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) rep¬ 
resentative who attended the 
community forum pledged coop¬ 
eration with activists to pursue re¬ 
forms in the process of drug li¬ 
censing and monitoring. 

The big pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies were out in force in Gene¬ 
va spending millions to promote 
their anti-HIV therapies in a mar¬ 
ket that was recently estimated to 
already be worth over $3.5 billion 
in drug sales annually. Their con¬ 
tinued silence on emerging body 
shape side effects was deafening. 

What is lipodystrophy? 

Lipodystrophy is the redistrib¬ 
ution of fat from the extremities 
(thinning in the face, arms, legs) 
to the trunk (paunch) and back 
(buffalo hump). A host of other 
metabolic changes that some¬ 
times occur after starting anti- 
HIV therapies are often included 
with the syndrome, because some 
researchers suspect they may be 
related. These include elevated 
triglycerides, elevated cholesterol, 
and insulin resistance. There is 
growing evidence that, in addition 
to their potential role in causing 
body shape changes, elevations in 
triglycerides and cholesterol can 
lead to premature heart disease in 
patients on anti-HIV drugs (for 
more information, please see the 
June 23 B.A.R.). Insulin resistance 
can lead to diabetes mellitus. 

Who’s experiencing it? 

Many researchers in Geneva 
believe the syndrome is related to 
the use of protease inhibitors 
(Pis). Several studies presented in 
Geneva analyzed the incidence of 
lipodystrophy in patients on Pis. 
In Carr’s Australian study, 116 pa¬ 
tients who had been on Pis for an 
average of 22 months were asked 
to report any changes in body 
shape. Eighty-two percent of the 
patients reported some degree of 
lipodystrophy. Twelve percent re¬ 
ported severe overall body 
changes and 31 percent reported 
severe changes in at least one re¬ 
gion. These patients’ reports were 
largely confirmed with X-ray 
scanning analysis. In addition to 
body shape changes, 66 percent of 
the patients in this study had ele¬ 
vated triglycerides (compared 
with 23 percent of control patients 
not on Pis) and 71 percent had el¬ 
evated cholesterol (compared with 
30 percent of controls). 

During the ACT UP/Golden 
Gate-sponsored community 
forum there were numerous re¬ 
ports by patients on peripheral 
wasting, paunches, humps, and in¬ 
creased breast sizes. One activist 
from Ireland reported that she and 
the 10 other women in her HIV¬ 
positive support group had all ex¬ 
perienced an increase in breast 
size. A woman from the United 
Kingdom said that the increase in 
her breast size has become so pro¬ 
nounced that she is on a wait list 
for breast reduction surgery. 

Estimates of the occurrence of 
body shape changes reported in 
Geneva and previous literature 


range from 7 to 82 percent. This 
wide range results from the lack of 
a common definition for the syn¬ 
drome and different study de¬ 
signs. It seems fair to say that 
many patients on Pis seem to be 
experiencing some degree of body 
shape disturbances but the more 
severe changes seem to be occur¬ 
ring in a small number of people. 

In Geneva, Dr. Donald Kotler 
presented the results of a compar¬ 
ison of fat in the midsections 
of HIV-positive men on 
treatment regimens 
containing Pis, HIV- ( 
positive men on treat¬ 
ments before Pis were 
available, and HlV-posi- 
tive'men not on treatment. 

He found that being on 
therapy was a signifi¬ 
cant predictor of 
changes in body fat, 
that it was not signifi¬ 
cant that the treatment regimen 
contained a PI, and that older 
men were more likely to have 
higher amounts of body fat in the 
midsection. In his oral presenta¬ 
tion, he concluded that the syn¬ 
drome may not be directly related 
to the drugs used but indirectly 
related to therapy. 

What causes it? 

No one has determined the 
cause of body shape changes, but 
one theory was put forward by Dr. 
David Cooper in Geneva. He 
demonstrated that part of the 
protease enzyme is similarly 
structured to a protein which 
clears fats (lipids) from the body. 
He speculated that Pis may also 
be inhibiting this protein and dri¬ 
ving up lipid levels (elevated 
triglycerides and cholesterol). 
One shortcoming of his theory is 
that it fails to explain the body 
shape changes occurring in pa¬ 
tients who are not on Pis. In one 
study of eight men with buffalo 
humps at San Francisco General 
Hospital done by Dr. Joan Lo, 
four of the men were not on drug 
cocktails containing Pis. 

What can patients do? 

There are no proven therapies 
for treating body shape changes 
but there was one experimental 
approach shown in a poster pre¬ 
sentation in Geneva by Dr. 
Gabriel Torres from New York 
University. He treated five patients 
with buffalo humps with recom¬ 
binant human growth hormone. 
The patients ranged in age from 
36 to 61 and had been on treat¬ 
ment for an average of 18 months. 
Between them, they were on vir¬ 
tually all the approved Pis and 
other anti-HIV drugs. They all 
had elevated triglycerides and 
cholesterol. Torres put the pa¬ 
tients on 5-6 mg. of growth hor¬ 
mone per day, self-administered 
by subcutaneous injection. He 
concluded that growth hormone 
reduced the size and firmness of 
the humps and that it held the po¬ 
tential to be a treatment that 
would allow patients to resolve 
their buffalo humps while re¬ 
maining on their anti-HIV treat¬ 
ments. Growth hormone is, per¬ 
haps, the most expensive therapy 
currently used by people with 
HIV who experience wasting and, 
at nearly $40,000 per year per pa¬ 
tient, will not be widely accessible. 

Dietary changes have often 


been recommended, but there was 
not much enthusiasm among the 
researchers that diet alone would 
solve the problem. Aerobic exer¬ 
cise does help to reduce insulin re¬ 
sistance, but patients at the com¬ 
munity forum in Geneva reported 
only limited success with exercise 
reducing their paunches. Many of 
the patients discussed their own 
alternative therapies, which in¬ 
cluded nutritional substances and 
herbs. Cholesterol-lowering 
drugs are a treatment for el¬ 
evated blood levels. But 
the best of this class of 
drugs (the “statins”) 
are metabolized in the 
same pathway as Pis 
and not enough is 
known about potential 
drug interactions. 

Some patients are 
eager to change their 
drugs in hopes that 
the body shape changes will re¬ 
verse, but there is no compelling 
evidence to support the idea. It 
does appear that Ritonavir and 
Saquinavir, particularly in combi¬ 
nation, cause the greatest rise in 
triglycerides and cholesterol. Nel- 
finavir seems to be the least dan¬ 
gerous in this regard. But these el¬ 
evations have not been directly 
linked to body shape changes and 
many patients at the community 
forum reported little resolution of 
their body shape issues when they 
changed or stopped Pis. 

What’s next? 

Patients and activists at the 
community forum compiled an 
agenda for action. One of the most 
commonly mentioned needs was 
to raise the awareness of the issue 
of body shape changes and to let 
patients know that they are not 
alone. As Cooper pointed out in 
his presentation, many doctors are 
in denial and do not want to be¬ 
lieve that new therapies could be 
causing body shape changes. One 
community member reported 
that his doctor refused to believe 
that his much larger waist size was 
the result of his PI, and attributed 
his worries to vanity. 

Secondly, more research is 
needed to determine the cause of 
the syndrome and to test treat¬ 
ments. At ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
we plan to work with the NIH, 
other researchers, and activists to 
develop the publicly-funded re¬ 
search strategy. All new and ongo¬ 
ing drug trials need to include a 
measure of body shape as one of 
the basic parameters used to mea¬ 
sure side effects. Industry-spon¬ 
sored trials also need to measure 
body shape changes, but pressure 
will be required to get industry to 
agree. We plan to work with the 
FDA to make sure that there is bet¬ 
ter overall monitoring of emerging 
side effects and to ensure that 
pharmaceutical companies be re¬ 
quired to perform metabolic stud¬ 
ies of all new drugs in order to 
qualify for accelerated approval. 

More international coordina¬ 
tion is needed and ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate is establishing an e-mail 
list (similar to the Crix list) to 
allow patients, activists, and re¬ 
searchers to easily communicate 
developments and seek support.

Darrell Clark 
Randall passed away 
on June 21, 1998, at 
San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral from HIV relat¬ 
ed causes. He was 
36. A native San 
Franciscan, Darrell 
attended City Col¬ 
lege, earning a cer¬ 
tificate in hotel and 
restaurant management. He dreamed of 
being a performer and was an open mic 
night regular at the Valencia Rose in the 
early ‘80s, trying his hand at comedy 
and singing, hoping to emulate Sylvester 
with his high falsetto. 

Darrell’s life was never easy. He was 
raised in various foster homes in San 
Francisco and never knew his father. In 
the mid-eighties, he moved to Texas, 
then Atlanta, where he lived for ten 



years, was active in the local cabaret 
scene, and struggled hard with recovery 
from drug and alcohol addiction. After 
testing HIV-positive, he returned to San 
Francisco in 1995, and lived for awhile 
at Walden House. He moved again to 
Oregon, briefly, where he met his lover 
of two years, Quentin, before returning 
once again to San Francisco. 

Throughout his many personal 
struggles with addiction, HIV, and 
homelessness, Darrell maintained an 
extraordinarily generous spirit and kind 
heart. He is survived by his mother, 
Edythejean Gibson, and his brother 
Mario.

He managed 
the restaurant at Charles Schwab head¬ 
quarters until December, 1995. 

Robert was a long-term survivor of 
AIDS. His health, however, prevented 
him from working. He decided to spend 
most of the year in Mexico, which he 
loved, returning home to San Francisco 
three or four times a year. 

Bob leaves his immediate family: his 
mother and two brothers, a niece, and a 
nephew. He also leaves a close circle of 
friends in San Francisco and Los Ange¬ 
les. He will be greatly missed.

Reigning XXV Empress 
La Kish Hayworth 
succumbs to cancer

a Kish Hayworth, the XV 
and reigning XXV Empress 
of the Court of the Great 
Northwest Imperial Empire 
(CGNIE), Inc., also known as T. 
John Darling, died Monday, July 6 
in Sacramento, California, of 
complications from stomach can¬ 
cer. He was 70. 

Darling was born in March 
1928 in San Francisco, where he 
spent his childhood. As a young 
man, he spent many years cruis¬ 
ing the Pacific Rim, including the 
U.S. West Coast, as a purser with 
the Merchant Marines. 

Eventually Darling returned 
home to pursue a career as a hair 
stylist, but was hindered by his 
color blindness and disdain for 
perming. So it was off to LaLa 
land for a career in the motion 
picture business, where for a time 
he held the position of dresser for 
his film idol, Rita Hayworth. 

Returning to San Francisco, he 
spent days in office work (and of¬ 
fice drag), manipulating numer¬ 
ous complicated and cumber¬ 
some business machines. By night 
he took part in the burgeoning 
gay rights movement, and 
“pushed ashtrays” as a cocktail 
waiter in San Francisco’s first 
openly gay bar, the Black Cat. It 
was there that he began his long 
friendship with the Widow Nor¬ 
ton, Empress I Jose. 

John/La Kish worked at the 
Black Cat until its demise, then 
transferred his talents to the New 
Bell Saloon on Polk Street. There

he used his La Kish characteriza¬ 
tion freely in the upstart fight for 
homosexual civil rights. His first 
big political cause was to work 
hard on the No on 6 anti-Briggs 
initiative. 

Fueled by that success, La Kish 
plunged headlong into life with a 
raised social conscience and di¬ 
rected most of his talents into the 
Imperial Court of San Francisco 
and its many humanitarian caus¬ 
es. He chose the court for two rea¬ 
sons: It was an openly gay organi¬ 
zation backed by the San Francis¬ 
co Tavern Guild, and it gave La 
Kish a chance to pursue the hobby 
of being a “male actress” or “fe¬ 
male illusionist.” 

Many years, awards, and titles 
(including Imperial Princess to 
the Emperors of San Francisco) 
later, it was either true love or 
foolishness (Darling was never 
sure which) that caused him to 
move to Sacramento. There, in 
1982, he began working at the 


Mercantile Saloon, and, although 
the relationship didn’t work out, 
he stayed on to push ashtrays, 
serve cocktails, and flaunt his 
charm until just weeks ago. 

In the state capitol’s gay com¬ 
munity, Darling was known both 
for his effervescence and his effi¬ 
cient and successful fundraising 
efforts. 

While involved in CGNIE, 
Inc., Sacramento’s local court, 
Darling held the titles of Miss Gay 
Cowgirl, Grand Duchess VII, and 
Empress XV. At the time of his 
death, he was the reigning 25th 
elected Empress. His stints as title- 
holder, and the years in between, 
were spent continually giving to 
the community and causes he 
cherished. Among the many re¬ 
cipients of money and goods 
from his heavy workload were 
Women Escaping a Violent Envi¬ 
ronment (WEAVE); Avalon 
(Sacramento’s AIDS hospice); the 
Make-A-Wish Foundation; the 
Center for AIDS Research, Educa¬ 
tion, and Services (CARES); and 
the Lambda Fund. 

A celebration of Darling’s life 
is scheduled for Sunday, July 12, 
from noon to 8 p.m. at the Mer¬ 
cantile Saloon, at 20th and L 
streets in Sacramento. For more 
information, call the bar at (916) 
447-0792.

Tayu Center’s existence. In 1979 he co¬ 
authored the groundbreaking book, 

God is Gay. Tayu Center sponsored two 
Conferences on Gay Spirituality 
(COGS) in the 1980s, which drew gay 
presenters and participants from many 
spiritual traditions. 

Robert made major contributions to 
the practices and thought of the Fourth 
Way tradition of which he was a part. 
We miss him deeply, and have dedicated 
ourselves to making his work even more 
widely available than it was during his 
lifetime, and to deepening and extend¬ 
ing his work in each of our lives.

Daniel Pike, a fourteenth generation 
New Englander, died May 28 after a brief, 
intense illness related to liver disease.

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Crew awakening

ast year when I visited scenic 
Lake Merritt in Oakland to 
•v,v meet some members of the 
Bay Area’s only lesbian and gay 
rowing team, the group was al¬ 
ready going strong. Now they’ve 
added even more to their ranks, 
and stand to be a top contender at 
this summer’s Gay Games. 

At a May fundraiser at 
the Pilsner Inn, members 
of the Bay Blades talked 
about their love of the 
sport, and how they came 
to be crazy for crew. 

Harold Jones has been 
rowing since August. “I live 
in Oakland and live 
near the lake. I saw 
people rowing and 
thought, ‘That’s 
cool.’” In school he 
ran track but never 
did crew. This is a new experience 
for him, and one that should be a 
lot of fun and great exercise. 

Vern Nuanez exemplifies the 
guys who get to make up for those 
non-jock years. He joined last Au¬ 
gust in the novice class with Jones. 

“I was never athletic before in 
my whole entire life,” Nuanez said 
with a mixture of self-deprecation 
and newfound pride. “Well, ten¬ 
nis, watching ice skating, all the 
queer sports.” 

But with almost a dozen gay 
crew teams around the country, 
aren’t they queerifying the sport 
by their growing presence? 

“I hope so,” Nuanez said. “I’ve 
only been to two regattas. I don’t 



know how big the queer world is 
in rowing.” 

Will it make for more visibili¬ 
ty? “I hope so. I’m hoping the gay 
press will cover this as much as 
they possibly can. I’m not holding 
my breath that they will.” Nuanez 
mentioned how he had to explain 
to a member of another gay pub¬ 
lication what a crew team was. 

Christopher Schultz began 
rowing as a sophomore in college 
at Austin, Texas, where he recent¬ 
ly lived. “I began to 
come out when I 
was still rowing,” he 
said while cheerfully re¬ 
pouring beers for supportive 
patrons. “I thought I would 
be fully out, but it turns out 
that rowing is such a co¬ 
hesive sport, if you 
break any one link in 
that cohesion, it can 
affect the rest of the 
rowers.” As a result, for 
subsequent years, he went back in 
the closet. 

“I was only out to two or three 
people on the team, including one 
guy on the team who was very 
closeted,” Schultz said. “He was 
very out in every other aspect, but 
closeted in the rowing communi¬ 
ty” 

Schultz has since met other 
rowers, straight and gay, online. 
“There’s a whole contingent of 
others who are out, have clubs, 
and are in the NCAA. Once I 
heard about that, I found out 
there’s a strong contingent of gay 
rowers out there. With so many 
clubs, and to have an actual regat¬ 
ta attended by gay clubs from

around the country, I figured 
there had to some opportunity.”

The S.F. Bay Blades is actually a 
subset of the Lake Merritt Rowing 
Club. They associate, as do other 
clubs, with a larger club which 
maintains the equipment, boat 
house and facilities. The Bay 
Blades will obviously not ship any 
boats or oars to Amsterdam but 
will use equipment provided by 
the Dutch hosts.

I felt that way about Gay Games 
all along.” 

Yup, Gay Games is definitely a 
chance for us to shine, and 
whether the Bay Blades’ boats tip 
the finish line first, they’re all win¬ 
ners. That’s the point. But some 
team members are still scram¬ 
bling for funds to get to Amster¬

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WM t wasn’t long ago that the idea of seeing 

a Lucia Fulci film outside its natural habitat of 
the urban grindhouse or the obscure home video 
would have been too absurd to believe. But recently 
goremeisters and mondo artistes like Fulci, Mario Bava, 
BBH Umberto Lenzt, Jess Franco, and Dario Argento have be¬ 
come almost respectable,lovingly feted in pristine-print retro¬ 
spectives and samplings at the American Cinematheque in Los 
Angeles and — heaven forefend — New York's Museum of Mod¬ 
ern Art 

There’s something a little disorienting about seeing legendary 
sleaze like Gates of Hell or Cannibal Ferox in the plush confines of 
a quiet screening room, particularly if you’ve experienced them 
with a rowdy 42nd Street audience of street people and irate 
16-year-olds. But maybe itVa sign that the culture is growing up 
and acknowledging some of the dark impulses that drive such 
gross creations. Usually considered the exclusive province of sex¬ 
ually frustrated, hormonally confused teenage boys, these films 
in fact have an equal lure for camp followers, who'll find the inept 
acting, narrative entropy and bad dubbing highly amusing. Of 
course, anybody interested in experiencing a personal vision that 
hasn’t been filtered through the kind of committees and focus 
groups that regularly drain most commercial movies of any life 
will find something reassuring here. 

The Yerba Buena Center is adding its voice to this cultural 
trend with a Friday night summer series (“Mondo Sadismo!”)

nearly a year older, infinitely more 
sophisticated in worldly manners. 
Although I didn’t quite believe 
that foods could signal sexual 
preference, I had to agree that the 
BLT was a dubious invention: not 
quite a sandwich, not quite a 
salad, and showing suspicious 
shifts of register. It had a fresh, 
crispy lubriciousness. As if to 
draw attention to its flamboyant 
self, the BLT was usually cut on 
the diagonal, and skewered on 
toothpicks with curly plastic bits 
of frill. The more I thought 
about it, the more I be 
lieved Joe was right. The 
BLT was definitely 
queer.

Baked Alaska is 
the archetypal queer 
food. Baked Alaska is ice cream 
and sponge cake, spread with a 
coat of whipped egg whites, 
broiled at 500 degrees for several 
minutes. The meringue insulates 
the ice cream, so there is no melt¬ 
ing. Why is Baked Alaska queer? 
Because it breezily mocks the 
threat of damnation, goes to hell 
and back, and lives to tell the 
story. Baked Alaska’s very identi¬ 
ty, in fact, depends on having suf¬ 
fered an accusation of weakness, 
on surviving a trial by fire. It even 
gets a tan. What could be queerer 
than that? 

I’m not suggesting that gay 
people invented foods like Baked 
Alaska, or that they eat such foods 
more often than straights. Yet there 
is such a thing as a queer mode of

appreciation. Most of us will agree 
that, while gays and lesbians did 
not invent good or bad taste, they 
have always held the monopoly on 
the judicious mixing of the two. In 
that spirit, here are my ten princi¬ 
ples of queer cuisine: 

1. There are very few raw in¬ 
gredients that are queer in and of 
themselves. The basic compo¬ 
nents of the American kitchen 
(meats, vegetables, fruits, sugar, 
flour, pasta, spices, and so on) 
should all be assumed to be 


substance, because it takes on the 
qualities of whatever it is put with, 
whether in soup, sauces, or stir-fry. 
Tofu is a food that “passes.” 

4. Why have gays been called 
fruits? Fruits are completely nat¬ 
ural, even necessary to our health 
and well-being. But since the time 
of the Dutch masters, fruit 
arrangements have been consid¬ 
ered symbols of vanity and cul¬ 
tural decline. The abundance of 
like on like, of fruit marching to¬ 
gether, seems threatening and

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straight. Queerness comes only 
after an effort has been applied, 
the food combined with other 
foods, or after the food is 
processed or transformed into 
something else. 

Steak is the prototypical 
straight food. Its complete lack of 
artifice, and its clear place in the 
food chain, keep it straight. Even 
the most unkitchenly of eaters 
understands how steak is made. 
The same might be said for the 
baked potato. The baked potato is 
the rounded, feminine compli¬ 
ment to the steak’s dominant 
male presence. Steak and baked 
potato walk hand-in-hand, a 
straight couple. 

When steak is served in an al¬ 
tered form, its dominant mascu¬ 
line role is subverted. Steak ac¬ 
quires a new name and a new¬ 
found sexual self-consciousness: I 
think of Steak Diane, Skirt steak, 
Bachelor steak, and the like. Les¬ 
bian poet Elizabeth Bishop was 
said to prefer meatballs to steak. 
“Steak is so lurid,” she comment¬ 
ed. Meatballs, in being made of 
“minced” meat, gesture toward 
queerness. 

2. Contrary to popular belief, 
having a phallic shape doesn’t 
make a food queer. A hot dog is 
not queer, evert if it is a foot-long 
hot dog (and therefore size-con¬ 
scious). But Pigs-In-A-Blanket are 
queer, because they have been al¬ 
tered more than just in size. They 
have been dressed up to play a 
role (in this case, a freakish bit 
part in a Mississippi picnic.) 

3. It follows that all food pre¬ 
tending to be something else is 
food in drag. The “Tofuburger,” 
for example. Tofu is a fascinating

decadent. Fruit is not expected to 
raise its collective voice. And yet 
what could be more benign than 
Carmen Miranda’s hat, delightful 
in its cloying excess, in its insistent 
rainbow variety? 

5. Queer food is camp food. 
Camp is about looking at old cul¬ 
tural relics with a contemporary 
sense of irony, and finding a new, 
higher value in them. There is 
such a thing as camp film, furni¬ 
ture, and decoration. Why not 
camp food? 

Camp is allied to nostalgia. 
What was banal in another era ac¬ 
quires (in a later, more liberated 
age) a high-gloss Technicolor 
beauty. We can read old editions 
of The Joy of Cooking, for exam¬ 
ple, as camp classics. What other 
cookbook gives such matter-of- 
fact advice on everything from 
skinning an opossum to treating 
water contaminated by radioac¬ 
tive fallout? Now that the punish¬ 
ing specificities of the 1950s and 
1960s have fallen away (the bore¬ 
dom, the Cold War terror, the 
limited opportunities for women 
and minorities), we appreciate 
The Joy of Cooking in a new light. 
We find the title ironic, for this 
book was compiled for the kind of 
educated woman who could 
probably find no real joy in the 
kitchen. When we make these 
dated recipes, we appreciate the 
futile efforts our predecessors 
made to carve out a niche in the 
kitchen. Precisely because these 
foods fail by today’s standards, we 
are touched by their elaborate ef¬ 
fort and detail. 

All the highballs of the 1940s 
and 1950s are now queer, espe¬ 
cially anything served with tiny 
umbrellas or in hollowed-out co¬ 
conuts. Queer, too, is everything 
that grew out of the luau or Tiki 
aesthetic, with all those glorious 
maraschino colors not found in 
nature. Think of those elaborate 
spreads of ham and pineapple 
(queer, queer, queer) and all the

spinal cord injuries, multiple scle¬ 
rosis, polio, cerebral palsy, muscu¬ 
lar dystrophy, amputated limbs, 
deafness, and blindness had trav¬ 
eled from all over the United 
States and as far away as England. 
Disability Culture was the theme 
that ran through the discussions 
and performances. 

Yet even here among motor¬ 
ized wheelchairs, working dogs, 
and a multitude of canes and 
crutches, I could not find safe 
haven. One quadriplegic comic 
took off after Siegfried and Roy 
for being so gay, and the audience 
roared. Another disability activist 
reminded us that she was no one’s 
pansy. Calling both of these artists 
on their homophobia disquieted 
the group. It became clear that 
this was not the gathering to learn 
from members of my new tribe. 

Slowly however, a network is 
being built. Our friend Judith, a 
fierce dyke in a chair, and her part¬ 
ner Iva have been helpful in con¬ 
necting us to others. I’ve also heard 
from a disabled gay man in the Clin¬ 
ton administration who had read an 
earlier piece I had written entitled, 
“A condition, not a sickness.” 

He has suggested writings by 
other gay men who have had con¬ 
genital or early-onset disabilities, as 
well as those like me recovering from 
mid-life debilitation. Most impor¬ 
tantly, my husband remains patient 
and willing to adapt and explore. ▼

atastrophic illness at mid¬ 
life presented me with 
seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles, as well as extraordinary 
opportunities. Almost two years 
ago I awoke paralyzed after spinal 
surgery and have been retraining 
my miscircuited body ever since. 

I spent six weeks in the hospital 
and then two months in a wheel¬ 
chair at home before I was able to 
begin navigating in the world. 

Muscular control slowly re¬ 
turned to my right side, but I’ve lost 
the sense of temperature, and touch 
is still quite diffuse. My atrophied 
left side remains weak, with spastic¬ 
ity in the muscles, and I have no 
proprioception (sense of location) 
from my hip downward. I walk 
with a brace on my left foot assisted 
by a cane; haltingly, sometimes ca¬ 
reening off to the side. 

While I was still in the \ / 
hospital, my husband Larry 
spent each day loving me 
back to existence. He would 
read the headlines aloud, 
cheer on any slight progress 
in rehab, and play both 
hands of cards just to fill 
the void. He put his life on 
hold as mine 
disintegrat¬ 
ed. Caressing 
my body that 
did not feel and could not respond; 
often he’d lie with me in bed, try¬ 
ing to soothe the blinding pain. 

One evening, he closed the 
curtains and kissed me. As he be¬ 
came visibly excited, I felt desir¬ 
able again and reassured that our 
life would return to some sem¬ 
blance of normalcy. 

However, even today I still 
long for the familiar. It has been 
very complex integrating the myr¬ 
iad psychological, emotional, and 
cognitive issues with my physical 
and neurological capabilities. As 
someone who had been quite 
phallocentric, I’ve had to reorient 
my sexuality. With almost no sen¬ 
sation in my genitals, my only in¬ 
dication of an orgasm is when the 
spasticity kicks into my left arm 
and leg. Reciprocating with my 
enfeebled fingers and locked-in 
neck is often very short-lived. Yet 
the unconditional love of my hus¬ 
band has allowed new patterns to 
emerge — light massage and hug¬ 
ging that had been foreplay are 
now central to our relating. 

Medical and therapeutic ad¬ 
vice was nonexistent in this area 
— none of the hospital staff could 
tell us what kind of sexual func¬ 
tion might return. 

Before the hospital discharged

us, Larry and I spent an overnight 
in a transitional “apartment” on the 
medical floor replete with videos 
designed for couples dealing with 
spinal injuries. The sexuality tape 
was beyond ludicrous and at times 
absolutely wrong. Not only was it 
completely heterosexual, but it pos¬ 
tulated that the ideal position for a 
man was still on top. It seemed 
more than a mere oxymoron for 
someone who has lost proprio¬ 
ception and feeling in the 
groin to be advised that 
thrusting and insertion still 
defined the sexual act. 

The tape also showed 
a couple having a romantic 
drink or two as a way to com¬ 
bat nervous¬ 
ness. Since all 
of my med¬ 
ication 

warned me not to mix with any al¬ 
cohol, I thought this was ill-ad¬ 
vised. When I shared my frustra¬ 
tion with my friend Jack, who had 
been injured in a surfing accident 
twenty-five years prior, he laughed 
and recalled that his doctors had 
recommended to him and his wife 
that they use rubber bands as a 
marital aid. Their two children are 
now in college ... so much for the 
medical model! 

As one way of connecting with 
other men coping with similar is¬ 
sues, I scanned the Internet and re¬ 
searched chat rooms and special¬ 
ized newsletters for gay disabled 
men. Often I found the focus on 
the disability in many of these fo¬ 
rums almost at a fetishistic level. In 
more than one personal ad, I was 
distressed to read “post-polio or 
missing limbs a plus.” For many of 
the ads written by those different¬ 
ly abled, I found the self-loathing 
and desperate sense of isolation to 
be off-putting. Even within a gay 
milieu, I did not want to be re¬ 
duced to being defined solely by 
my disability. 

Determined to connect with 
other disabled queers, I attended 
the Association for Theatre and 
Accessibility national conference 
last October. Artists living with

emember You’ll Never Eat 
Lunch in This Town Again, 
1970s producer Julia 
Phillips’ shamelessly entertaining 
account of Hollywood as seen 
from the edge of a coke spoon? 
Well, former Premiere editor Peter 
Biskind has done her one better 
with the even more savage Easy 
Riders, Raging Bulls: How the Sex- 


Drugs-and Rock V Roll Genera¬ 
tion Saved Hollywood (Simon & 
Schuster, $25). Though his meth¬ 
ods appear tawdry, his goal is eru¬ 
dite: he wants to know why Hol¬ 
lywood was such a fertile place in 
the early ’70s, with a string of 
movies that were great art if not 
always great commerce. 

The sheer range of comedy 
and drama and the skillfully shad¬ 
ed morality in the best movies of 
the era are astonishing. Consider 
1970-75, when the American film 
industry gave the world Robert 
Altman’s M*A*S*H, McCabe & 
Mrs. Miller and Nashville, Hal 
Ashby’s Harold and Maude, The 
Last Detail and Shampoo, John 
Cassavetes’ A Woman Under the 
Influence, Martin Ritt’s Sounder, 
George Roy Hill’s The Sting, Bob 
Fosse’s Cabaret and Lenny, Roman 
Polanski’s Chinatown, Sydney 
Lumet’s Serpico and Dog Day Af¬ 
ternoon, Milos Forman’s One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest, Mel 
Brooks’ Blazing Saddles and Young 
Frankenstein, Sam Peckinpah’s Pat 
Garrett and Billy the Kid, Arthur 
Penn’s Little Big Man, William 
Friedkin’s The French Connection, 
Peter Bogdanovich’s The Last Pic¬ 
ture Show, What’s Up, Doc? and 
Paper Moon, Francis Ford Coppo¬ 
la’s The Godfather, The Godfather 
Part II and The Conversation, 
Martin Scorsese’s Mean Streets 
and Alice Doesn’t Live Here Any¬ 
more, and Bob Rafelson’s Five 
Easy Pieces. 

Looks like a neo-Golden Age 
that nobody noticed at the time, 
doesn’t it? In the making of new 
Hollywood history, plenty of folks 
are noticing now. And how did it 
happen that virtually all of the 
young lions of that era flamed out 


early and were replaced by those 
callow fantasymeisters Steven 
Spielberg and George Lucas? 

The answers are both pre¬ 
dictable and surprising. Movie 
distribution changed, and studios 
would see huge profits faster by 
saturating multiple markets with 
the likes of Jaws and Star Wars. 
Studio headquarters eventually 
stabilized personnel after stinkers 
such as Darling Lili, Paint Your 
Wagon, Camelot and Tora! Tora! 
Tora! So there was a precious time 
when studios were desperate for 
product and the maverick direc¬ 
tor ruled. From wrong-headed 
and regressive producing came 
the gifted upstarts who reinvent¬ 
ed movies. 

Egos on the rampage 

Hey, wait a minute, most of 
these new guys, it turns out, were 


shitheads. They ensured their own 
downfall by behaving like adoles¬ 
cent boys with the keys to Dad’s 
car. Biskind traverses the slippery 
slope between scholarship and 
gossip as he whiplashes from one 
appalling moment to another. Easy 
Riders, Raging Bulls is constructed 
almost exclusively from interviews 
and author’s commentary, making 
for many retractions, denials and 
“no comments.” Meanwhile, the 
fur flies with vicious tales of ram¬ 
paging egos, coke-fueled orgies, 
and heartless ambition. The cu¬ 
mulative effect is somewhere be¬ 
tween guilty pleasure and nausea. 

Oh, the tidbits are juicy and 
horrifying! There was the time 
Friedkin insisted on multiple 
takes of a dangerous scene in The 
Exorcist that left a protesting Ellen 
Burstyn with permanent back in¬ 
juries. There were the mind games 
power-hungry Warren Beatty em¬ 
ployed to disembowel Altman and 
Ashby. Dennis Hopper’s megalo¬ 
mania brought on by the sudden 
success of Easy Rider is a pure de¬ 
scent into self-made hell. Altman, 
despite his reputation, was just 
plain mean. And there are numer¬ 
ous accounts of garden-variety in¬ 
fidelity. First-class prick Bog¬ 
danovich was boffing nubile no¬ 
talent protege Cybill Shepherd 
during the making of The Last 
Picture Show while wife Polly Platt 
was production designer on the 
same film. Producer Robert Evans 
suffered pre-Viagra impotence 
while married to Ali MacGraw, 
who promptly found satisfaction 
in the warm embrace of aging 
stud Steve McQueen. And did 
Faye Dunaway really douse Polan¬ 
ski with a cupful of her piss on the 
set of Chinatown ? 

Biskind occasionally takes the 
high road, as when he methodi¬ 
cally traces the studios’ ’60s de¬ 
cline to the twilight careers of 
Adolph Zukor at Paramount and 
Jack Warner at Warner Bros. 
When the bratty wunderkinds 
take over, however, he all but 
abandons pseudo-academese. 
Only fleetingly does he rise above 
the haze of sex and drugs to ex¬ 
amine why the early work of Cop¬ 
pola, Bogdanovich, Altman and 
Ashby was so damn brilliant. Easy 
Riders, Raging Bulls is more Na¬ 
tional Enquirer than Film Com¬ 
ment, and isn’t that what we want 
in a summer read? ▼

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Bewitched 
and bewildered

• erhaps the heat has gotten 
to us. We perused our TV 
Guide looking for some¬ 
thing to watch that was light¬ 
hearted and, well, gay (which goes 
so attractively with lighthearted, 
particularly at this time of year). 
As we sweltered in the unaircon- 
ditioned splendor of yet another 
summer spent not far enough 
from the madding crowd, we 
found ourselves once again 
drawn to the gayest show on TV, 
which is, inexplicably, a sitcom 
for 10-year-olds. 

No, we are not dissing reruns 
of Ellen (though we do note that 
Miz DeGeneres does not, like fine 
wine, improve over time). Nor is 
this a reference to Urkel. We refer 
rather to that most peculiar show 
in ABC’s TGIF lineup, Sabrina, 
the Teenage Witch. This show 
looked a little fey when we first 
taped it for our 11-year-old niece, 
but it was winter then and we had 
a cool head. In the throes of La 
Nina’s dominatrix grip, we find 
the show supremely queer and 
wonder if Disney, ABC’s parent 
company, is everything the Right 
Rev. Pat Robertson says it is. 

In one of his more lunatic 
moments, Robertson announced 
a few weeks back that Florida 
would be visited by the plagues 
of Egypt because Disney was al¬ 
lowing yet another Gay Day at 
Orlando’s Disneyland. And since 
that prediction, fire, if not brim¬ 
stone, has engulfed much of the 
state. So we wonder if maybe 
Disney is just a big gay corpora¬ 
tion after all with an insidious 
plan to inculcate the teenybop- 
pers of America in queer culture 
before they reach puberty. Be¬ 
cause Sabrina has the most en¬ 
coded scripts since Xena and 
Hercules hit the WB. 

What caught our eye? Perhaps 
the fact Sabrina (Melissa Joan 
Hart) lives with her maiden 
aunts, the perky, femmey musi¬ 
cian Hilda (stand-up comedian 
Caroline Rhea) and the cool, 
butchy scientist Zelda (Beth 
Broderick, late of the short-lived 
but hilarious The Five Mrs. 
Buchanans). These women are 
tres attractive yet seem unable or 
unwilling to cultivate male com¬ 
panionship, a trait usually associ¬ 
ated with lesbianism. In fact, 
Ellen had more male friends than 
these ladies. 

Fey feline 

Then there is Salem (voice by 
Nick Bakay), the former witch 
who tried to take over the world 
and was turned into a black cat 
for 100 years as punishment. 
What queer judge decided turn¬ 
ing a male witch into a pussy was 
a fitting rebuke for too much 
testosterone? We admit Salem is 
our very favorite character; he re¬ 
minds us of every sweetly nelly 
gay guy we have ever known. If 
Truman Capote were to come 
back as a cat, he would be Salem. 
Salem makes us ask our own cats 
why they insist on being so insuf¬ 
ferably heterosexual. 

Sabrinas plots invariably in¬ 
volve cross-dressing — especially 
by the aunts, some kind of 
sex-change or one or another 
outre predilection. For example, 
Sabrina enters the kitchen one 
day to find Salem with Zelda’s 
laptop. Sabrina queries, “Salem, 


are you in a chat room pretend¬ 
ing to be a woman again?” to 
which he replies, “I can’t help it. I 
love the attention.” And then 
there are the unspeakable things 
Salem does with Sabrina’s mohair 
sweaters. 

There are also the guest stars. 
The aunts always want to invite 
Jim Nabors and Johnny Mathis 
over (Johnny has made it; we be¬ 
lieve Jim was having a liver trans¬ 
plant and thus was only heard 
singing on Halloween, the 
national gay holiday). 

Another guest was 
RuPaul in straight 
drag as a witchy 
judge, then reappear¬ 
ing later in hot pink 
head-to-toe drag to 
give Sabrina 
(and later 
Salem) a 
lavender (yes, 
lavender) bouf¬ 
fant ’do that would make John 
Waters proud. RuPaul poofs back 
to straight drag, just in case there 
was a single viewer who missed 
the implication. 

This is not cable. This show 
comes on at 8 p.m. on Fridays — 
the official babysitting hour. Ru¬ 
Paul. Johnny Mathis. Jim Nabors. 
Now we vaguely remember hav¬ 
ing a crush on Elizabeth Mont¬ 
gomery back in our tender pre- 
pubescent years when Bewitched 
was the supernatural sitcom of 
choice. This may have been (as 
was perhaps our fascination with 
the leather-clad Diana Rigg in 
The Avengers) an indication of 
our looming lesbiapism. But 
there was nothing in Bewitched it¬ 
self (except Paul Lynde as Uncle 
Arthur, Agnes Moorehead as En- 
dora and Dick Sargent as the sec¬ 
ond Darrin) to hint at anything 
queer. Sabrina leaves us be¬ 
witched and bewildered, but 
never bothered. Tune in and 
bring the kids. 

Hosannas to Howie 

We feel obliged to offer a 
limp-wristed apology to Howie 
Mandel for dissing him in our 
last column. We mentioned his 
hyper-hetero behavior, which we 


have always found a turnoff (oh 
must they flaunt themselves?!). 
But then he made numerous pro¬ 
queer statements while guesting 
last week on Politically Incorrect. 
Of course these remarks were 
bracketed by much bathroom 
humor, so we were reminded of 
his failings as well. But it always 
intrigues us when very macho 
guys insist on standing up for our 
queer rights.

The bitch is back

f you’ve gone to more than a 
few live performances in San 
Francisco, y6u’ve likely seen 
some pretty horrendous pieces, 
called performance art, work 
without any sense of either art of 
performance. After seeing some 
awful stuff, I’ve concluded that the 
difference between performance 


art and theatre is that in theatre 
the audience matters. The First 
thing an actor learns is how to 
connect with the audience, to send 
energy and receive it, and that psy¬ 
chic relationship is palpable. The 
presence of spectators changes the 
experience, for good or ill, while 
the audience seems to have no ef¬ 
fect whatever on performance art. 

It was, then, with great relief, 
that I learned Danielle Brazell’s 


training is as an actor. She’ll be at 
Luna Sea Women’s Performance 
Space, 2940 16th St. (at South Van 
Ness Ave.), July 9-11, performing 
a new solo piece, Tales From a 
Bitch Girl. I’ve seen the piece on 
video, and was so impressed I had 
to speak with Brazell about it. 
During a phoner, I learned that 
“the piece came from working 
with Sacred Naked Nature Girls [a 
performance group she co-found-

ed]. I wanted to make a piece we 
worked on, one that concerned 
enculturation, more theatrical. I 
wanted to raise questions about 
how we are seen in the world and 
how we see that world. I wanted to 
look both at innocence and the 
defilement of innocence. In The

Last Place I Ran To... I did a piece 
about a hula-hoop champion 
being molested by a videographer. 
The power was taken 
away from a girl, again, 
and I didn’t like that. I 
wanted to explore the 
power we have after 
healing, the power of a 
girl who says‘No!’” 

Brazell weaves “acts 
of resistance” into Bitch 
Girl, acts that make 
it very different 
from a victim play. 

She uses a shop¬ 
ping cart in the 
piece that^erves to create layers 
and levels of meaning, as the cart 
represents childhood at the same 
time that it reminds the audience 
of the homeless. Brazell’s acting 
background makes the audience 
connection an important value in 
the piece. She explains: “I love the 
live art process. I’ve created some¬ 
thing with many levels, so on 
whatever level you wish to enter 
the piece, you can go there. If you 
want to stay on the surface, you 
can have a good time with lots of 
laughs, but the emotional connec¬ 
tion is there if you wish to go deep¬ 
er. I want the audience to have a 
sense of the juxtaposition of inno¬ 
cence and reality, and I want them 
to be able to play. I want to create 
magic.” I’ve seen Bitch Girl, and I 
can tell you that I laughed till I 
hurt when my heart wasn’t stuck 
in my throat. Magic, oh yeah, I can 


attest to the magic in this piece.

Say cheese 

The Angst Ensemble presents 
Silence, Cunning, Exile, “a work of 
dramatic fiction” inspired by the 
life of photographer Diane Arbus.

n The American Opera Singer, 

Peter G. Davis promises to give 
i readers “the lives and adven¬ 
tures of America’s great singers in 
opera and concert.” He delivers 
the goods with lively, concise and 
highly readable prose. 

Davis, a music critic with New 
York Magazine and former writer 
for The New York Times and 
Opera News, also sets out to refute 
claims made by Beverly Sills, 
among others, concerning Amer¬ 
ica’s failure to appreciate and rec¬ 
ognize homegrown opera talent. 
He says Sills’ lament that had she 
been born and reared in Europe, 
she would have attained recogni¬ 
tion sooner is bogus. It took her 
so long to get to the top because 
her ambition exceeded her gifts. 
(Davis’ account of the Brooklyn 
diva’s ruthless behavior to get the 
star-making role as Cleopatra in 
Handel’s Gialio Cesare reads like 
an operatic All About Eve.) 

He defines “American” broadly 
enough to encompass New York- 
born but European-trained and 
-centered Maria Callas to Scot¬ 
land’s waspish Mary Garden and 
France’s glamorous Lily Pons. For 
the last two divas, his argument is 
simple: their careers were primar¬ 
ily based in the United States. 

Opera in America started out 
as elitist entertainment and to a 
great extent is still perceived as 
such, despite the popular success 
of the Three Tenors. In part this is 
because of the cost of attending 
top-quality productions. Another 
reason is that many find Italian, 
French, and German singing a 
barrier to following the plot with¬ 
out advance work, although in the 
age of supertitles, that’s not an 
issue. (Plots frequently remain in¬ 
comprehensible, but that’s part of 
the fun.) 

Davis begins his story in New 
York in 1825, when the famous 
Spanish tenor Manuel Garcia and 
his family, including his gifted 
elder daughter Maria, who would 
achieve stardom as Maria Mali- 
bran, wowed the wealthy but 
provincial Manhattanites with 
Rossini’s The Barber of Seville. 
(Among the first-nighters were 
the ex-King of' Spain, Joseph 
Bonaparte, and James Fennimore 
Cooper.) Opera’s hold on the New 


York public was uncertain, but 
Gothamites were firmly en¬ 
thralled by their first diva, Maria 
Garcia, then only 17. The de¬ 
manding Manuel added Rossini’s 
Otello to the repertoire, giving his 
daughter only six days to learn 
Desdemona and threatening her 
with dire consequences if she did 
not excel. When Garcia, singing 


1921), whose direct style forever 
changed singing, ending the era of 
aristocratic tenors like Jean de 
Reske. (Virtually every tenor today, 
claims Davis, sings in Caruso’s 
style, if not with his brilliance.) 

His discussion of Maria Callas 
(1923-1977) is sympathetic. She, 
like Caruso, revolutionized 
singing, not only by her major 


role in restoring the Bel Canto 
masterpieces of Bellini, Donizetti, 
and early Verdi to the modern 
repertoire, but for her dramatic 
intensity. After Callas, technically 
gifted trillers like Lily Pons and 
Roberta Peters, both of whom had 
long careers at the conservative 
Metropolitan, seemed irrelevant. 

He is perceptive in describing 
the early brilliance and premature 
vocal collapse of Pennsylvania’s 
Anna Moffo (b. 1932) and her 
later, Norma Desmond-like denial 
about her ruined instrument. 
(Those who saw the wand-slim,

beautiful Moffo in her prime as 
Violetta or Lucia are uftlikely to 
have forgotten it.) 

Davis’ analysis of contempo¬ 
rary American sopranos is point¬ 
ed. He is harsh about Catherine 
Malfitano and especially Maria 
Ewing. On the other hand, while 
admiring the technical virtuosity 
of Carol Vaness, Ruth Ann Swen¬ 
son, Renee Fleming, Leona 
Mitchell and others, he decries 
their lack of individuality and 
color. Their careful training has 
eliminated obvious vocal flaws, 
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the title role, approached his 
daughter during the death scene, 
the terrified soprano cried out, 
“ Papa, papa, por favor, no me 
mates .” (“Father, father, please 
don’t kill me.”) Since most of the 
audience could not distinguish 
Spanish from Italian, they didn’t 
have a clue as to the real-life 
drama happening before them on 
stage, but were suitably impressed 
by the histrionics. 

End of an era 

Davis approaches his subjects 
chronologically. He has an infor¬ 
mative chapter on African-Ameri¬ 
can singers before the great Marian 
Anderson’s (1897-1993) limited 
breakthrough, and provides a fine 
analysis of the importance of the 
Neapolitan Enrico Caruso (1873- 
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Mondo Sadismo!

New York mansion from which 
three witches supposedly rule the 
world, kiferno fascinates with 
scenes like a brutal close-up attack 
of a butcher by scores of hungry 
rats, and a mesmerizing sequence 
of underwater horror complete 
with furniture and the grasping 
hands of the dead. 

Jess Franco has his defenders 
and even a few web pages devot¬ 
ed to him, but only movie 
masochists will want to experi¬ 
ence the dubious pleasures of the 
next item in the series: Succubus 
(1967). This film, which in its day 
was considered the pinnacle of 
low-budget “European” depravi¬ 
ty, opens promisingly, with a 
convincingly raw S/M perfor¬ 


mance piece by “Lorna” for a 
group of jaded moderns. But 
endless dream sequences, 
pompous references to Kafka and 
Hegel, and a lethal air of lassitude 
kill the drama before it begins, 
and unlike Argento, Franco lacks 
the visual chops to transcend the 
foolishness. Two unintentionally 
funny sequences include an LSD 
party that screams 1967 and a 
group of mannequins on a clum¬ 
sy rampage; for the latter, you 
can practically see the crew’s 
hands pushing these blank-faced 
dolls across the floor. On the 
same bill is Nikos Nikolaidis’ Sin¬ 
gapore Sling (1990), a preten¬ 
tious, terribly acted but 
good-looking patchwork of film 
noir, softcore sex, and a “We’ve 
Always Lived in the Castle” psy¬ 
cho-heroine and her murderous 
mother. 


Gore a go-go 

Legendary gorefests, Gates of 
Hell (1980) and Cannibal Ferox 
(1981), both distributed by the 
too-appropriately-named Medusa 
Distribuzione, trawl the depths of 
the genre in their EC comics-in- 
spired imagery. Fulci has said in 
interviews that in Gates of Hell, he 
was less interested in a coherent 
plot than a “succession of images” 
— these include an ultra-realistic 
electric drill through a man’s 
head, a maggot windstorm, and 
an endless stream of bloody guts 
that pour out of his hapless hero¬ 
ine’s mouth. Set in “Dunwich,” a 
town invented by the gore film’s 
patron saint, H.P. Lovecraft, Gates 
of Hell ec lipses even Argento in its 
rejection of the narrative and cer¬ 
tainly in sheer mindless carnage. 
One of the most powerful scenes 
in this grim masterpiece is when 
a newspaper reporter attempts to 
free a woman trapped in a coffin 
by splitting it open with an axe, 
apparently oblivious of the fact 
that his actions are just as likely to 
split open the woman. 

Cannibal Ferox is one of the 
stellar works of the super-trashy 
“jungle cannibal holocaust” 
gen,re. Director Umberto Lenzi 
injects a surprising political ele¬ 
ment into his story of some an¬ 
thropology students who go to 
the Amazon to disprove the idea 
that human cannibalism exists. 
The leader of the group lectures 
her doltish companions that this 
repugnant act is simply “an inven¬ 
tion of racist colonialism which 
had a vested interest in creating 
the myth of a ferocious, subhu¬ 
man savage good only for exter¬ 
mination.” Of course, she’s quick¬ 
ly proven wrong in a series of 
gruesome tableaux of meat hooks 
through the tits, brain-scarfing,

penis aperitifs, and other such 
pre-civilized pleasures. 

Viewers who are sensitive to 
animal torture and death will 
want to avoid this one; it’s not ex¬ 
actly reassuring to hear, as the 
filmmakers have said, that the an¬ 
imals brutally killed before a lin¬ 
gering camera were eaten. Lines 
like “They ate his genitals!” and 
“Why couldn’t we go to Acapulco 
instead of to this poison par¬ 
adise?” offer some leavening ver¬ 
bal thrills. The distributors of 
Cannibal Ferox claim it was 
banned in 31 countries, but like 
many such films, this is probably 
wishful thinking and hype; 
movies like this snuck in and out 
of their grindhouse venues with 
very little fanfare and are only 
available today because of a hard¬ 
core group of fans dedicated to 
keeping them alive. 

Happier note 

On a happier and certainly less 
gory note are the two Mario Bava 
films that end the series. Bava is a 
true oddity in cinema history, a 
master pictorialist whose skills 
were almost uniformly applied to 
trashy low-budget genre movies 
— some like Blood and Black Lace, 
misogynist and sadistic; others, 
like Black Sabbath, masterpieces 
of atmospheric horror. 

Hercules in the Haunted World 
(1961) is a textbook case of the re¬ 
demption of a foolish, semi-co- 
herent plot by the kind of stun¬ 
ning visuals more often seen in 
the work of Cocteau or Dreyer. 
Bava’s broad, beautiful Cinemas¬ 
cope canvas mingles motifs that 


aren’t usually seen together — 
vampires weren’t exactly staples of 
Greek mythology — but it all 
works thanks to the extraordinary 
images. These include a hell — 
the “haunted world” of the title — 
that’s in a permanent dark orange 
sunset, a masked sibyl glimpsed 
through a multicolored beaded 
crystal curtain, and a bewitched 
heroine who stands like a statue in 
one of Bava’s disturbingly beauti¬ 
ful dark gardens. Of course, it 
doesn’t hurt that Hercules is 
played by Reg Park, a knockout 
hunk bodybuilder who looks like 
a Tom of Finland drawing come 
to life. 

Danger: Diabolik (1968), based 
like Modesty Blaise and Barbarella 
on an adult comic strip of the 
time, was made at the behest of 
Dino DeLaurentis. But unlike 
other bloated projects from that 
producer, this one has an almost 
geometric splendor suitable to its 
comic-strip origins. Barbarella's 
angel, John Phillip Law, plays “Di¬ 
abolik,” a sui generis superhero — 
or anti-hero — who dresses in 
leather body stockings and stages 
elaborate, supposedly impossible 
crimes for the sheer amusement 
of himself and his girlfriend. 
Again the plot is nothing special, 
and we learn little about any of 
the characters, but the period pop 
atmosphere and Bava’s superb 
staging make this one of the 
must-sees of the series. 

Campmeisters will enjoy the 
preposterous Ennio Morricone 
theme song, with lyrics like (Eu¬ 
ropean accent, please) “You... 
only you...deep down een my 
mind...deep down een my 
blood...deep down een my 
heart...” But the main pleasures 
here are visual — an elaborate go- 
go club drenched in psychedelic 
colors, Diabolik and Eva making 
love on a huge revolving bed that’s 
covered with 10 million dollars, 
and a vast underground hideaway 
reminiscent of the director’s ear¬ 
lier “haunted world.” Bava invests 
even the smallest scenes with 
panache. For most directors, the 
huge rock doors that hide Diabo- 
lik’s cave would have been novel¬ 
ty enough, but Bava also shoots 
them through his trademark mul¬ 
ticolored filters. As in all his work, 
he just can’t resist adding that 
extra scintillating layer of life. ▼

In this limited space it is im¬ 
possible to do justice to Davis’ re¬ 
markable achievement. Opera 
fans and those interested in the 
history of the art form in our 
country will find this book engag¬ 
ing and informative, a must addi¬

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All Gershwin, all the time

J|| merican composer George 
. Gershwin’s first centennial 
is just around the corner, 
the anniversary of his birth on 
September 26, 1898. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, there will be a year-long 
welter of recording releases, re-is¬ 
sues, and new productions of his 
glorious works. 

The San Francisco Symphony 
is planning an all-Gershwin open¬ 
ing gala in early September, 
adding Alban Berg’s Three Pieces 
for Orchestra to subsequent con¬ 
certs. “Why Berg?” will surely be 
explained by Michael Tilson 
Thomas, returning to the podium 
in his fourth year as music direc¬ 
tor. It is a strong endorsement, 
placing Gershwin firmly in the 
company of another “serious” 
modern composer. 

MTT has always shown a 
heartfelt advocacy for Gershwin. 
Family ties, similar ethnicity, and 
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an innate sense of theater help the 
partnership, and the announced 
presentation of scenes derived 
from Porgy and Bess will certainly 
be a major highlight in the com¬ 
ing season. 

Now, while it’s still “Summer¬ 
time,” we can start the party early 
with a spate of recent compact 
disc releases. 

George Gershwin: The Complete 
Orchestral Collection/Centennial 
Edition; Erich Kunzel, Cincinnati 
Pops Orchestra; Telarc Digital 

Oh, modern technology! All of 
Gershwin’s works for orchestra, 
piano and orchestra, and chorus 
and orchestra (very rare) con¬ 
tained on two generously filled 
discs! 

Telarc and the Cincinnati Pops 
have created a large and popular 
discography, and for this special 
edition, some previously released 
works have been compiled and 
feature new liner notes and a spe¬ 
cial price. 

Kunzel is a fine conductor, and 
his players respond well. The 
recorded sound is of demonstra¬ 
tion quality. Still, we have some 
reservations. As a jazzman who 
went “legit,” Gershwin deserves 
respect and admiration, not rev¬ 
erence. 

The collection kicks off with 
William Tritt playing Rhapsody in 
Blue in the original and more at¬ 
tractive Paul Whiteman arrange¬ 


ment. The reduced orchestration 
allows for every wonderful detail 
to be heard, yet Kunzel’s rather 
square beat prevents things from 
ever really cookin’. That fabulous¬ 
ly sexy opening clarinet whoop is 
rather tame here. 

A brace of instrumentals from 
“Rialto Ripples Rag” through 
“Walking the Dog” and a world 
premiere “Mexican Dance” fare 
better, and “An American in Paris” 
actually benefits from the exact 
detailing. Still, the thrilling Cuban 
Overture is hardly idiomatic, and 
Catfish Row, Symphonic Suite 
from Porgy and Bess is merely 
beautiful, not moving. “O Land of 
Mine, America” (another pre¬ 
miere) closes the concert with 
surprising energy, due to the sheer 
power of the chorus.* 

This low-profile approach may 
be suited to repeated listening, and 
having the collection in this for¬ 
mat is appealing. I just can’t forget 
Leonard Bernstein conducting 
and playing Rhapsody in Blue. 

The Gershwins' Porgy and Bess,

years ago, and the Met finally wel¬ 
comed the production, the 
B.A.R.’s then-resident opera 
queen George Heymont joyfully 
proclaimed, “At Last: Big, Black, 
and Uncut!” 

Let’s hope that when Michael 
Tilson Thomas unveils his new 
arrangement, it is as comprehen¬ 
sive as the Andrew Litton version 
on this thoroughly enjoyable disc. 

Several of the soloists have 
sung previously in the legendary 
Simon Rattle production at Glyn- 
debourne (available complete or 
in excerpts on EMI). None of 
them are in such fresh voice here, 
but their characterizations are still 
compelling, and Gordon 
Hawkins’ Porgy is gentler than 
Willard White’s was for Rattle. 

Including almost a full third of 
the entire opera in theatrical se¬ 
quence, this disc manages to sat¬ 
isfy, both musically and dramati¬ 
cally. The orchestra is superb. 

George and Ira Gershwin: Porgy 
and Bess; 1951 Studio Recording 
(Complete); Sony Classical/Mas- 
terworks Heritage 

Space will not allow a full 
analysis of this spectacular labor 
of love. It is more than a fitting 
tribute to the composer — it is 
simply essential listening. 

When Goddard Lieberson, 
who later grew famous as a pro¬ 


ducer of countless treasurable 
Broadway cast albums, assembled 
Lawrence Winters, Camilla 
Williams, and Avon Long along 
with conductor Lehman Engel for 
the first LP complete recording of 
Porgy and Bess, he knew he was 
gambling. 

The original production ran 
124 performances — good for an 
opera, a disaster for a musical. Re¬ 
views were decidedly mixed, and 
the public seemed confused; not 
to mention the controversial sub¬ 
ject matter. Still, Lieberson 
valiantly prevailed and his efforts 
paid off with the definitive 
recording until Sir Simon Rattle’s. 

The re-mastered sound is 
amazing for the era, the perfor¬ 
mances perfect, and the touches 
of production (some well-execut¬ 
ed sound effects) add up to a 
deeply moving sense of the heart¬ 
breaking story and humanity of 
the characters. 

Sony has gone all out with 
sumptuous packaging: fascinating 
photos, intelligent liner notes, and 
DuBose Heyward’s full libretto. 
Some of Gershwin’s own (lamen¬ 
table) cuts are observed, and so 
the Jasbo Brown piano music is 
lostTrom the introduction. Still, 
this set must be placed alongside 
later and more complete record¬ 
ings. It is not too much to call 
Porgy the first American opera, 
and these discs are historic. ▼ 



Fabulous Disaster 


W ith energetic songs clocking in around a brisk two minutes, 
local ali-female punk-pop combo Fabulous Disaster of¬ 
tentimes sounds like the Go-Go’s sharing speedballs in the 
bathroom with the Buzzcocks. Their fast, frenetic tunes recall the 
fun of the riot-grrrl scene circa ’93, but with more melodiousness 
and chops. Featuring ex-members of Piston and Angel Corpus 
Christ!, Fabulous Disaster seem to be playing off the irony of their 
name. Fabulous they may be, but there’s absolutely nothing disas¬ 
trous about them. See these upstarts tear up the Bottom of the Hill 
(1235 17th Street at Texas) this Friday, July 10, when they open up 
for new-old-school punks The Toilet Boys. Fronted by gorgeous 
drag rocker Miss Guy, this band is a favorite at New York City’s famed 
nightclub, Squeezebox. The highly-overrated Donnas headline. 
Show starts at 9:30 pm, tickets are $7. ▼ _ Adrian Roberts

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Size matters

The Mammoth Book of Gay Erot¬ 
ica edited by Lawrence Schimel; 
Carroll & Graf, $10.95 

arroll & Graf Publishers has 
carved out an interesting 
niche with its series of 
“mammoth” anthologies. The se¬ 
ries includes such hefty volumes 
as The Mammoth Book of Murder, 
The Mammoth Book of Killer 
Women, The Mammoth Book of 
the West, and dozens of others. 
And now, The Mammoth Book of 
Gay Erotica. Few would argue that 
there’s any shortage of gay erotica 
on the market (or any other kind 
of erotica, for that matter), so one 
has to ask if the Mammoth ver¬ 
sion is worth its weight. 

In this case at least, size is defi¬ 
nitely an advantage. The Mam¬ 
moth Book of Gay Erotica delivers 
an admirable array of sensual tales. 
It’s the kind of book that one 
might want to have around to 
sample at odd intervals rather than 
read straight through. And be¬ 
tween its covers is the work of 


many well-known gay authors 
(such as Edmund White, Felice Pi- 
cano, Andrew Holleran, and Alan 
Hollinghurst) as well as several 
lesser-known and first-time writ¬ 
ers. The work of gay porn star and 
writer Aiden Shaw is also included. 

In his introduction to the col¬ 
lection, editor Lawrence Schimel 
makes the case that pornography 
is more than a form of entertain¬ 
ment for gay men; it is, he argues, 
an educational tool and a mode of 
building solidarity: “[Pjornogra- 
phy is really one of the few medi¬ 
ums where we can communicate, 
directly and unapologetically, as 
gay men to a gay audience — it is, 
in many ways, our vernacular.” In 
assembling his representation of 
this vernacular, Schimel has in¬ 
cluded authors from the United 
States, Canada, Australia and the 
United Kingdom, but he limits the 
collection to contemporary au¬ 
thors, and to men. (He acknowl¬ 
edges that there are many women 
writing gay male pornography, 
and has even edited an anthology 
entitled, Switch Hitters: Lesbians 
Write Gay Male Erotica and Gay 
Men Write Lesbian Erotica .)

sugary excesses of Southern pic¬ 
nic cooking, quivering in Jell-O 
molds. Think of all the fabulous 
hors d’oeuvres of the past, of fin¬ 
ger rolls, of melon balls, each 
pierced with a toothpick. To make 
them today is to pay homage to 
those who went before us. It is to 
raise the dead, to honor and mock 
them all at once. With each tooth¬ 
pick, the gay or lesbian lays scorn 
to the slings and arrows of outra¬ 
geous fortune, and relives, this 
time in farce, the martyrdom of 
St. Sebastian. 

6. Many foods seem queer just 
by virtue of their names: Pineap¬ 
ple Betty, veal birds, Green God¬ 
dess dressing, mock apple pie 
(made with Ritz crackers), and all 
puffs, tarts, crumpets, pavlovas, 
and charlottes. So are all flaming 
desserts, for obvious reasons: 
Cherries Jubilee, Bananas Foster, 
Crepes Suzette. Madeleines are 
queer (thanks to the writings of 
Proust); so is Hasty Pudding 
(thanks to Harvard University’s 
drag theatricals). 

7. It should go without saying 
that any food named after a long- 
dead opera star is queer, and none 
more so than Melba toast and 
Peach Melba. Both were invented 
by the famous French chef Es- 
coffier, in honor of the Aus¬ 
tralian-born soprano Nellie 
Melba (1861-1931). 

Like many of us, Dame Nellie 
Melba had ridiculous beginnings. 
Born Helen Mitchell, she chose, in 
true drag-queen fashion, a stage 
name that both honored and 
mocked her modest origins. 
“Melba” was for her hometown of 
Melbourne, Australia. “Nellie” 
was a curious inversion of Helen. 
(Nellie? Nelly? Figure it out.) 

Dame Nellie battled a lifelong 
weight problem. It is interesting 
that one of her foods is a classic 
diet recommendation, the other, 
a fattening dessert made with ice 
cream and a thick currant sauce. I 
imagine Melba would eat the 
toast in the morning, swearing all 
the best intentions, and then 
starve herself until curtain time. 
After singing to her adoring 
claque at Covent Garden, she 
would retreat to her dressing 
room, sink into a mysterious well 
of loneliness, and then gorge her¬ 
self on peaches and cream. She 


lived in a cycle of boom and bust. 
She woke up hating herself. What 
queer person hasn’t at some point 
lived in an adversarial relation¬ 
ship to her own body, and doesn’t 
relate to this binge-purge para¬ 
digm? Who doesn’t identify with 
the diva who invents herself from 
nothing? Think of this the next 
time you eat Melba toast. Think 
of it as a queer sacrament. 

Luisa Tetrazzini (1871-1940) 
was a fabulous coloratura who 
lent her name to a spaghetti casse¬ 
role. Chicken Tetrazzini or Turkey 
Tetrazzini, it swings both ways. It 
is one of the few queer pastas. 

8. Some foods have always 
been queer. Twinkies, for exam¬ 
ple. Twinkies have never pre¬ 
tended to be anything but 
screamingly artificial. You cannot 
“out” a Twinkie, since it has 
never been in the closet. A 
Twinkie is to mainstream junk 
food what Liberace was to the 
1950s: a faggot so obvious as to 
be beyond comment. Certain 
Twinkie-like junk foods are 
queer by proxy (Ding Dongs, 
Sno-Balls, Ho Ho’s, Suzy Q’s). 
But these are the exceptions that 
prove junk food’s heterosexual 
rule. In general, junk food is 
earnest and unironic, with little 
to decode and no secrets to tell. 

9. Some mass-produced foods 
have an added-on queerness, a 
patina acquired from the adver¬ 
tising campaigns of my childhood 
(the early 1970s). I think of Trix, 
Fig Newtons, Chiffon margarine, 
and Rice-A-Roni. There are many 
others. Although few gays or les¬ 
bians in their right minds would 
actually eat these foods, they re¬ 
main our culinary mascots. They 
obey our rules. 

10. One Final queer creation: 
Lobster Thermidor. Just thinking 
about Lobster Thermidor makes 
me want to put on a powdered 
wig and a fake beauty spot. On 
the 9th of Thermidor (July 27, 
1794), the French reign of terror 
ended with the fall of Robespierre 
and the Jacobins. Social and po¬ 
litical life was immediately freer. 
Aristocrats came out of hiding. 
People began to splurge again. 
Lobster Thermidor therefore 
symbolizes any battle against pu- 
ritanism, oppression, and cultur¬ 
al straitjacketing. It cures what ails 
us. It is Stonewall food. T

Schimel’s collection certainly 
presents erotica in many shades. 
There are lighthearted humorous 
stories, gothically creepy tales of 
erotic suspense, philosophical ex¬ 
plorations of eros and its mean¬ 
ings, and of course, many down¬ 
right sexy stories. 

Performance art 

Edmund White’s brief story “E 
Vero?” is one of the more enjoyable 
in the collection. It tells of one 
man’s elaborate scheme to derive 
anonymous, yet strikingly intimate 
connections with young Italian 
hustlers, and White’s description of 


one hustler’s “performance” pro¬ 
vides some of the best sexually- 
charged writing in the book. 

Many stories in the collection 
are concerned as much about 
evoking the feel of certain times 
and places as they are about sex. 
Robin Metcalfe’s “The Shed,” for 
example, presents a brief glimpse 
of the intrigues and seductions of a 
group of young waiters and work¬ 
ers at a summer resort. William J. 
Mann’s “By the Numbers” chroni¬ 
cles the wanderings of a group of 
gay activists during the 1992 pres¬ 
idential campaign.

eauty, menace, magic, and sacri- 
■k fke are words that convey the 
U impression left upon the viewer 
by the art photography of Rene Reha, 
now on exhibit at ArtBeat Gallery in 
San Francisco. The Cuban-born, Ha¬ 
vana-raised Pena works in that area 
that exists somewhere between the ob¬ 
scure and the obvious; a space that be¬ 
lies conventional perception of place 
and circumstance. 

Pena is concerned with the individ¬ 
ual, especially the impact of institu¬ 
tions on the individual. Since 1989, 
against the backdrop of Socialist Cuba, 
Pena has produced photographs that 
illustrate the power of the institutions 
of Family, Church, Political Party, The 
State, and even Fashion. All institu¬ 
tions, regardless of philosophical ori¬ 
entation, offer care, direction, defini¬ 
tion and diversion; all punish, restrict, 
and reward; and all are, to a degree, de¬ 
pendent upon the individuals that 
serve them. 

Using his own body as a subject, 
Pena’s black-and-white photographs 
may be read as indictments of the cor¬ 
rosive dehumanizing effect of institu¬ 
tions on the human psyche: a man 
willingly sucks a bullet from a gun; a 
nude figure stands in resigned profile 
under an open umbrella; Pena, seeking 
spiritual illumination, lies with eyes 
closed under the harsh glare of a bare 
lightbulb; a knife blade replaces the 
male sex organ; a padlock clamps a 
mouth shut. 

While his photographs may initial¬ 
ly appear to rely on shock value or un¬ 
usual renderings of risque tableau a la 
Mapplethorpe or Larry Clark, Pena’s 
work brings an Afro-Caribbean sensu¬ 
ality that transcends gender or nation¬ 
alist identification. Pena sees, and re¬ 
ports on what he sees in his pho¬ 
tographs and installations. What we 
think about what we see is in direct 
proportion to the impact of genera¬ 
tions of institutional conditioning. 
Penas works show the weight of those 
institutions to be both a burden and a 
blessing. ▼

Over the Line: the 2nd Stevie 
Houston Mystery by Tracey 
Richardson; Naiad, $11.95 

. ' racey Richardson seems to 
have staked out the cop-out- 
of-control genre as her own. 
In Northern Blue, which was not a 
Stevie Houston mystery, hot-dog- 
gery was the order of the day. In 
Last Rites, the first Stevie saga, 
Richardson’s disregard of basic 
procedures nearly killed Stevie 
and her lover. In this, her third 
Naiad Press novel, she offers the 
continuing adventures of Stevie 
Houston, a novice homicide de¬ 
tective who takes stupid chances 
that invariably require her to be 
rescued at the last possible mo¬ 
ment. You’d think that after get¬ 
ting herself and her cop partner 
demoted so that they get only the 
most tedious cases, Stevie would 
have learned something. Alas, she 
did not. 

The murder in Toronto of a 
small-town cop and the suicide 
four years before of another cop 
from the same small town seem 
unrelated — that is, until the lover 
of the suicide seeks an indepen¬ 
dent forensic review of her lover’s 
autopsy. The pathologist she hires 
just happens to be Stevie’s lover 
Jade, who tells all to Stevie (I guess 
confidentiality is not a require¬ 
ment of the job). Stevie leaps in to 
take over the case of the murdered 
cop, convinced that something is 
rotten in Shelton and that she is 
just the person to go undercover 
and save the day. 



OK. You’ve got a small-town 
police department that stinks of 
corruption and several cop killings 
that cry out for justice. You need a 
cop who can make a by-the-num- 
bers investigation so that the re¬ 
sults will be arrests and successful 
prosecutions. Why on earth would 
anyone give an undercover assign¬ 
ment of this magnitude to a wacko 
cop who thinks orders are some¬ 
thing to disregard? To sell books, I 
guess, but to whom? 

The problems with Richard¬ 
son’s earlier novels — the card¬ 
board characters, the boring sex, 
trite and leaden dialogue, the un¬ 
believable plots — continue in 
this latest effort. Stevie breaks 
rules, screws up, very nearly loses 
her life, and is praised for all of it. 

I suspect that one more disaster 
like Over the Line will send me 
over the edge.

Forest for the tree

A pproximately six 
years since their 
debut album 
was released and sub¬ 
sequently became a 
best seller, Deep Forest 
has a new disc out 
called Camparsa (550 
Music/Epic). It is en¬ 
tirely possible that one 
reason Deep Forest’s 
self-titled disc was such 
a success was because, 
aside from the completely un-enigmatic Enigma, DF was only one 
of a handful of musical units exploring the juxtaposition of elec¬ 
tronic dance rhythms with traditional world-music forms. 

On Camparsa (which translates as “partners”). Deep Forest 
sought out the music of Cuba, Mexico, and Madagascar, among 
other environs. The results are, at the very least, as pleasant as 1996’s 
Boheme, which has an Egstern-European influence, although not 
nearly as refreshing as 1992’s Deep Forest. Highlights include the 
album’s first single “Madazulu ” “Radio Belize,” and the beautiful 
“Deep Weather” and “Media Luna.” 

Combining world-music rhythms and orchestration with old 
and New Age spirituality, Loreena McKennitt manages to be akin to 
Enya, Sarah McLachlan and Ashley Maclsaac, and yet still remain 
true to her own vision. On The Book of Secrets (Warner Broth- 
ers/QR), her sixth full-length album in 12 years, McKennitt takes 
her devoted listeners along on an unforgettable musical voyage. 

“The Mummer’s Dance,” the first video and single from the 
album, has its roots in trees, according to the liner notes, because 
“mumming” is a form of tree-worship performed by “the people 
who inhabited great regions of a forested Europe now long gone.” 
Other mystical musical moments straddling the past and the pre¬ 
sent include the album’s 10-minute centerpiece “The Highway¬ 
man,” “Night Ride Across the Caucasus,” and the magnificent 
“Dante’s Prayer.” 

The trio known as Perfume Tree is firmly planted in the ambi¬ 
ent/trip-hop groove on their new disc Feeler (World Domination). 
To their credit (and our benefit), Perfume Tree makes music which 
successfully merges the elements of voice, guitar and an abundance 
of programming and electronic beats, the outcome of which is as 
easy to veg out to as it is to move to, alone or with a partner. ▼
